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THE CONFERENCE LINGERS 


THE Palestine talks at St. James’s Palace have managed to survive 
vet a further week of their uneasy existence, but although very 
little progress has been perceptible, there have, all the same, been 
indications that the deadlocks—for there are in reality more than 
one—do not present so completely insurmountable an obstacle to 
all advance as was held by many at the end of last week. But of 
course, whcther any real progress is achieved or not must still be 
measured by whether the Government is able to discover any 
basis of discussion between representative Arab groups and those 
delegated to explain the Jewish view. At present the outlook 
shows very little hope, but a miracle might save the situation. 

So far, with commendable firmness, the Jewish delegates have 
made it clear that the*Jewish people will not, indeed cannot, 
approach a discussion based on proposals that would abrogate 
the whole intention and’ purpose of the Balfour Declaration. But, 
in their anxiety to go as far as possible along the road of concilia- 
tion, they have, it is reliably stated, expressed their willingness to 
dsscuss any suggestions which would not condemn Palestine Jewry to 
permanent minority status or prejudice in any other way the 
luture of the Jewish National Home. Meanwhile, the Colonial 
Secretary has continued to discuss with the Arab delegates along 
the lines of the suggestions which were revealed last week and 
which had all the qualities, despite Mr. MACDONALD’s assurances 
of their tentative nature, of being practically a capitulation to the 
Mufti’s intransigent demands. It seems that even these amazing 
capitulations have not proved enough for the Mufti, whose price 
goes up and up in response to that same weakness which has 
encouraged him in the past to go on and on. At present, it 
seems that his principal problem is to discover new moons to cry 
‘or—and it is with such politicians, tragically enough, that the 
British Government has allowed itself to be condemned to bargain. 
Will the Government, despite the simple faith in the Mufti enter- 
tained in certain departmental circles, never awake to the fact that 
Has Amir is no more representative of the Palestine Arabs than the 
1.R.A. terrorists represent the people of Ireland ? 

Last week, it was pointed out in these columns that, in their 
firm stand on Jewish rights, the Jewish leaders must expect to 
encounter every form of pressuré and to be subjected to every 


means of frightening them into yielding. “Already i it is being said 
that Great Britain is determined to bring about peace in Palestine 
even if it means a complete abandoning of her pledges to the 
Jews. It is said—but can such a cunning scare emerge with a 
shred of probability from a close examination of its significance ? 


Presumption rests of course upon. the intelligence of the British . 


Government to appreciate the real intetests of the country and 
the Empire. Is it to be imagined that the British Government 
believes that, in the event of a world crisis, the mere fact of 
Britain haying sacrificed its pledge to Jews for the sake of the 
Mufti’s political ambitions would bind the Arab peoples to Great 
Britain in her hour of trial? The supposition is fantastic. Apart 
from the notorious absence of gratitude in politics, how much, 
does anyone suppose. would Arab States, were their interests to 
lie another way, be influenced to line up with this country because 
of the memory of its Palestine capitulations? Is it to be 
supposed for one instant that even a completely gratified Mufti 
—if such be possible—would automatically be proof against 
political inducements in difficult times to add his nuisance value to 
Great Britain’s troubles ? As for the general thesis that a peaceful 
Palestine is obviously a safer proposition for a Britain in trouble 
than a Palestine disturbed, can the Government really believe that 
wholesale concessions to the Murtt would infallibly end disturb- 
ance in that land? It was the Prime Minister who recently 
pointed out that it takes two to make a peace. Again, is 
there sufficient within the Government’s gift to bring anything 
approaching complete satisfaction to those Arabs who have been 
responsible for the disturbances? And is a partly satisfied client 
much more reliable than one who has been given nothing of his 
demands? The ingratitude of the Arabs for their enormous gains 
after the war is a startling example of this, which the Government 
should keep clearly in mind. 

To examine the converse of these questions is to confirm the 
answers. Is it likely, that the Arab States, it being in their highest 
interests to support the benevolent and protective power of Britain, 
would, any of them, consider wavering in their friendship because 
Great Britain had refused the truculent demands of Arab politi- 
cians from Palestine for the abrogation of Britain's solemn pledges 
to the Jews? No, the whole basis of the scare ts palpably insub- 
stantial. The answer to threats that Britain’s interests demand 
the sacrifice of Jewish rights is the plain statement that on the 
contrary it is precisely Britain’s interests that require the mos 
jealous preservation of those rights. Realism, which is too often 
another name for short-sighted opportunism, may perceive an easy 
way out of an immediate nuisance by a stubborn insistence that 
might—or rather force and violence—is right. But a wiser states- 
manship can perceive the difference between bowing to brutal 
necessity and yielding unnecessarily to bluff. 

If the Government would clear their minds of the MUrTi’s cant, 
and view the problem in its unobscured perspective, they would 
see that there is only one solid basis of Arab complaint in Pales- 
tine, that is the fear of what they call ultimate Jewish domination— 
a domination which the Jews have repeatedly scouted, but which 
it is understandable that the Palestine Arab should, especially 
under incitement, entertain. Now there exists a means, as has 
been pointed out, of securing the Palestine Arab against this 
comingency, however remote, by incorporating Palestine in an 
Association of Semitic States which at first might well embrace 
Palestine, Transjordan, Syria, and the Lebanon. The develop- 
ment of such a policy. which presupposes close Anglo-French 
collaboration, could completely eliminate the fear of domina- 
tion from the minds of the Palestine Arabs while at the 
same time allowing the fullest scope for the development of the 
National Home. 

Such a scheme would @fso enable a Jewish development of 
the Negev, that empty and, to others, unattractive land which with, 


Jewish enterprise and capital might well, despite the scepticism: 


of certain people, be made to provide a valuable area of agri-' 
cultural development. It has soil; rain water could be stored in’ 
reservoirs ; and there is practically no population there now to be 


affected. It must be emphasised, however, that such a land could’ 


only be developed successfully from a Jewish base in the present. 
National Home. As a strategic advantage in times of trouble a 
Jewishly developed Negev would be worth to Britain a hundred 
concessions to Arab gunmen, and it is possibly this as much as: 
humanitarian grounds and a natural love of orderliness which has 
interestea sO many patriotic Englishmen, as well as Jews, inv 


endeavours to secure the maximum opportunity for Jewish develop- | 


ment in this area. 7 
But all hopeful schemes for progress ion peace in Palestine rest, 

ultimately upon the one inescapable factor—the determination of 

the British Government to see that the land is. properly governed 
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and that the people whose National Home therein Great Britain 
pledged herself to encourage are given the opportunity to continue 
to bring the land from desert into fruitfulness. All the time that 
Government weakness encourages political adventurers to sabotage 


progress, so long will “ Palestine’’ be synonymous with problem. 


The present Conference should have provided the Government 
with the measure of those who have caused the trouble. It 
has shown up for what it was worth the much vaunted legal basis 
of the Mufti’s claim by publishing the McMahon correspondence 
—a publication which has revealed clearly the haziness of that 
claim. Even the Sherif Hussein himself thought that Britain had 
excluded the Viiayet of Beirut and was content to leave the matter 
of boundaries in those parts for discussion after the lands had 
been conquered. The Conference is pointing every day more 
surely to the distance which separates the Arab masses at present 
living in Palestine from those delegates of the Mufti who make bold 
to speak for the people. _ If in the face of such circumstances the 
belief should persist that Great Britain, for no gain worth talking 
of, would break her pledges and ruin her credit amongst the 
nations for years to come—then such a notion must be based 
upon a belief that those responsible for Government policy are 
infinitely more stupid than even their most caustic political 
opponents would have us believe. For reasons of interest, le: alone 
of morality, Great Britain’s pledges to Jewry cannot be broken. 
Remembering this the Jewish leaders may meet all political scares 
with ca!m, and may safely advance constructive policies for the 
betterment of Palestine without fear that a conciliatory spirit, 
the:r basic principles firmly maintained, will undermine the inalien- 
able rights of the Jewish people. 


NOTES OF THE WEEK 
PIUS XII 


At a time when the leadership and the influence of the Vatican count 
for so much in the general spirftual life, the clection of a new Pope 
naturally attracts the interest and hopes of men of all faiths. It ts in 
this community of spirit that we offer our sincere congratulations to 
the Catholic community on the choice of the new Pope, as well as on 
the smoothness, expedition, and unanimity with which his election 
was carried through. In the great gifts, intellectual and spiritual, of 
Pius XII, and in his rich stores of experience, lies the assurance that 
the power of the Catholic Church under his leadership will continue 
to be exerted in the best and highest interests of mankind. It ts, indeed, 
significant that the first public utterance of the new Pope was a call 
for peace. With that timely and memorable invocation all men of 
goodwill most earnestly associate themselves, and not least the Jews, 
whose only hope for the amelioration of their bitter lot is to be found 
in the assuagement of the passions which at present bid fair to bankrupt 
the world, morally and materially. But “ peace” must be construed 
in its widest connotation. It means amity between people and people 
as well as between State and State, internal as well as international 
harmony. A peace which embraced only the sovereign nations in their 
mutual relationships and permitted savage warfare on national 
minorities would be only truncated, partial, and illusory, poisoning the 
atmosphere and breeding inevitable strife. 


IN HIS PREDECESSOR’S FOOTSTEPS 

THE question is inevitably raised whether the new Pope will continue 

the forthright opposition of his predecessor to the racial doctrines and 

State idolatry of the Totalitarian States. One can only point, in this 

connection, to the common belief in Rome that the late Pope wished 

him to be his successor, and his very choice of the name, Pius XII, is 
calculated to suggest that he will follow in his predecessor's footsteps, 
even though he may also seek, within the sovereignty of his own 
principles, to allay the existing tension between the Vatican and the 

Totalitarian Powers. The likelihood, in fact, that there will be no 
fundamental change of direction is strengthened by the early concern 
felt in Germany and Italy at the possibility of his selection, however 
much they hastened, later on, to salute the risen sun. In any case, the 
words of Pius XII, when still a Cardinal, remain on record. Speaking 
at Lourdes, in 1935, he assailed those who, “ claiming to preach a new 
wisdom, are, in fact, merely pitiable plagiarists, dressing up ancient 
errors afresh.” He went on to charge them with being misled by a 
false conception of the world and of life, adding that “ whether they be 
obsessed by the superstition of blood or by that of race, both philo- 
sophies ran counter to the fundamentals of Christian belief. In no 
circumstances, can the Church go with them on those principles,” At 
that clear-cut and forcible statement, and the fact that there are over 
twenty million Catholics in the United States, who, in the mass, are said 
to be intensely sympathetic to his teaching, the question of the new 
Pope's attitude to the doctrines and practices of Berlin and Rome 
may respectfully be left. 

It may, however, be permitted to express the hope that Pius XII 
will spare time occasionally for considering the conduct of one or two 
of his mighty flock who, straying from the paths clearly indicated by 
their late shepherd, have succumbed to the attractions of various forms 
of anti-Semitism as a short cut to notoriety, if not fame. Father 
Coughlin, in America, is a glaring example. Here the new Pope might, 
through his unquestioned influence, bring back the erring from their 


dangerous ways and stop at least that contribution of support to the 
powers of evil. 
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DR. GASTER 


Tue death of Dr. Moses Gaster removes from our midst an outstand- 
ing personality. The veracious chronicler will not hide the defects of 
character from which, like men of lesser stature, he was not free. 
Nor, in days when humbug and pretence hold too great a sway, would 
sincere men wish him to do so. But the Haham’s faults were only the 
spots on the sun, which did not and could not dim its essential splen- 
dour. As a scholar, Dr. Gaster shone pre-eminently in the Jewish and 
non-Jewish world. As an orator he was superb. As a Jew he was pas. 
sionately loyal, through and through, to the Jewish cause, especially to 
the cause as embodied in the half-realised dream of a Jewish Palestine. 
And as a leader he had in him the stuff of greatness which, wisely used, 
would have gives him @ foremost position in more than one walk of 
life. His forceful, not to say militant, character won him animosities 
as well as personal devotion. In that he only shared the lot of all men 
of his type. But that he lent distinction and force to a community no: 
rich in these qualities, and that, in ability, he stood head and shoulders 
above most of his generation can hardly be gainsaid. In his death, 
English Jewry is poorer for the loss of an eminent coreligionist, whos< 
memory will live for many years to come. 


A DOUBLE BEREAVEMENT 


Dr. Gaster’s death has followed hard on the death of Dr. Biichler. 
and the double bereavement which Jewish scholarship has thus suffered 
must bring poignant regrets to all who treasure Jewish erudition and 
the gift for expressing it. Those who remember the late Hahams 
early days in the Community will recall what might almost be called 
the thrill of delight, as well as the eager expectancy, with which he was 
received on these shores. With Schechter and others, he was hailed as 
the harbinger of a better-educated British Jewry, as one destined to 
animate the arid stretehes of Anglo-Jewish life with a new outlook 
and a new inspiration. These men, so far as lay in their power, did 
not fail their contemporaries, but it would be dishonest to say that 
they will not be missed in the Community as we see it to-day, and a 
certain sense of disappointment must be felt as one contemplates the 
present Anglo-Jewish scene. Is it too much to hope that one day this 
Community of ours will fashion a great Jewish intellectual existence 
of its own, taking the same lead in the spiritual, as destiny is forcing 
it to assume in the lay, Jewish world? Upon the answer to that 
question may depend more than the future of the Jewry of these 
islands alone. 


JEWS AND TERRITORIALS 


Tue large number of letters received in connection with the discussion, 
initiated by “ Watchman,” of the eligibility of sons of foreign-born 
parents for membership of the Territorial Force testifics to the keen 
interest felt by the Community in this question. Nor can this be 
wondered at, for the ban on such membership must not only be a 
surprise to intending recruits but must provoke discouragement, if not 
bitterness, in those young Jews who, heeding the admonitions given 
in these columns and elsewhere, have volunteered to serve their 
country, only, in some cases, to find their applications held up. A 
correspondent last week suggested that the case cited by “ Watchman " 
was probably an unfortunate exception to a general rule of acceptance. 
But he forgot apparently that our contributor mentioned in his 
article that the individual who had communicated the facts of that 
case had stated that he knew of some half a dozen others. No one 
questions the right of the authorities to impose the ban in question, 
or the truth of the statement that it is applied to non-Jews as well as 
Jews. Nor is it open to doubt that some Jews of foreign parentage 
have been admitted to the Force by the War Office, though only 
after due inquiry into their character. What one is anxious to know 
is Whether such inquiries are the regular practice or whether many 
sons of foreign-born Jews are rejected without being enabled by their 
aid to establish their fitness for the service. 


AN APPEAL TO THE AUTHORITIES 


Ir may be urged that the investigation of every application, such as 
would seem desirable, would entail inadmissible labour. But of much 
of this the authorities could be relieved if, as a correspondent proposes, 
a certificate of a candidate's suitability issued by the Deputies after care- 
ful investigation could be accepted by the War Office. Or, if the 
Deputies would not welcome an obviously delicate and perhaps difficult 
duty, an ad hoc body of distinguished and respected Jews and non-Jews 
could be set up, with the task of paving the way for the War Office 
decision. It will be remembered that preparatory work has, in fact, 
been asked of Jewish organisations by the Home Office in connection 
with the refugees, and has been readily afforded. The Rev. Michael 
Adler states that if the ban in question had been imposed during the 
War probably two-thirds of the Jewish soldiers who performed such 
excellent service would have been debarred from enlistment. The 
number might not be so great to-day, but it might be sufficiently large 
to reduce the Jewish contingent materially and to expose the Com- 
munity to the ignorance or malice of those who would either not 
know the facts or would deliberately conceal them. On this ground, 
and on the ground of the desirability of encouraging rather than 
damping the patriotic enthusiasm of young Jewry, we would venture 


to urge on the authorities a sympathetic consideration of the whole 
problem, 
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“NEWS FROM THE B.LF. 
Some interesting and significant facts have emerged from. the recent 
British Industries Fair, According to THe Timers, many firms, notably 
in the leather goods, pottery, and general fancy goods sections, state 
that substantial business came their way from buyers who previously 
had satisfied their requirements in Germany and Czecho-Slovakia. 
The change was largely due, they gathered, to the reaction of American 
‘and other foreign buyers to the anti-Jewish measures of the German 
Reich. Many large orders for chinaware, our contemporary adds, 
“were placed by buyers from the United States, Canada, Australia, 
South Africa, the British Colonies, the Netherlands, and. Scandinavia. 
It quotes the representative of a well-known Stoke-on-Trent firm as 
saying: 
* Usually these buyers order a few oddments here and then go on 
to Leipzig, but this "year they have placed substantial -orders with 
British firms. ... They have been frank as to their reasons for 


making a change and have made it clear that anti- -Jewish measures 
elsewhere have been largely responsible for their decision.” 


[his attitude represents no organised boycott of German goods but 
the spontaneous and natural feelings of individuals disgusted by the 
racial cruelties in Germany and resolved not to swell the sinews of 
war of a country which practises them. It is human nature, and human 
nature in the end has a way of getting what it wants, irrespective of 
other considerations. According to Herr Hitler, Germany must export 
or die. The alternative is a false one. All she need do to escape death 
is to stop killing off other communities. As it is, boycott provokes 
boycott, though the retaliation in fact may be infinitely less cruel than 
ihe provocation.

STEADY! 


By WATCHMAN 


Turse words are being penned at a moment of crisis for the Jewish 
people more fateful than any since the fall of Jerusalem, two thousand 
vears ago. It is, in fact, a second or third fall of Jerusalem with 
which the Jews are menaced, and the disaster is accompanied by a 
dead set at the Jews in the Galut which, according to Herr Rosen- 
berg, the fanatical High Priest of Nazi culture, aims at nothing 
less than the thrusting of the Jewish people from Europe. Only the 
hlindest fatuity could cover up these portentous truths, and it is better 
‘hat we face them like men in all their significance. 


Bur having said so much, the great and crucial questions arise: How, 
and in what spirit? How are Jews to confront this crisis of fate? 
Much, everything, will depend on the answers they give to these 
questions, and it is necessary that the answers be given without delay. 
(here is no call for despair, and least of all for panic. This is not the 
first crisis that has overtaken the Jews in their chequered and mysterious 
history. They have survived them all, and, mount their troubles ever 
,o high, they can and will survive them again. They have, in this 
moment of distress, to preserve their perspective clear and whole. 
snd to summon to their help the teachings of history. And first let 
them keep resolutely before them the lesson that there is nothing 
stable in international arrangements. If treaties are mortal so are the 
maps which follow from them. Such arrangements are but expedients 
built on expediency—the expediency of the moment—and are subject 
to all the political winds that blow. 
* 
Were, to-day, ts the Treaty of Versailles, imposed by the victorious 
and mighty Allies after the last war? Twenty years have sufficed for it 
to be flung into the diplomatic wastepaper basket. What has become 
of the map of Europe as it was redrawn after the erecting of that 
naper system? With every year it grows more obsolete and unrecog- 
nisable, and, as time goes on. promises to become an ever more startling 
<ommentary on the folly and frailty of diplomatic gerrymandering. 
[wenty or ten years hence, the mockery may be complete, and it may 
not be the map of Europe alone that will have been recast but the 
map of Africa—and the Near East. Think of one astounding historic 
‘act. Again and again and again had conquering armies trodden the 
soil of Palestine. The site of Jerusalem was ploughed over. Yet the 
day came when the land was once again restored to its Jewish owners— 
only, it is true, to be wrenched, if present portents are reliable, from 
their grasp. But what has been may be again. Once more the wheel 
may come full circle. The nations are demonstrably incapable of 
controlling their destinies. They will in the long run, not control 
the destiny of the Jews. ‘That, we shall still continue to believe, lies in 
vreater hands, 


Let us reflect again on the course of history. . Where are the great 
Empires that once dominated the world-—-Rome, Macedon, and the 
rest?) Where is the Holy Roman Empire —that political contraption of 
which it was said that it was neither holy nor Roman or Empire’? 
Where are all the tyrannies and alliances and political systems at which 
men once trembled? They have come and gone, “sunk without 
trace,” as the Boche used to say every time his submarines sent a 
cargo of innocent human beings to the bottom during the Great War. 
Every tyranny that has flourished in the world has, in due course, 
bitten the dust. The present tyrannies will go the same way. The 
famous Holy Alliance was once an object of fear. It disappeared. 
[he allies of to-day are the foes of to-morrow. Italy was the ally of 
Germany before the last war. But the country of Machiavelli turned 
her arms against her friend when the cannons spoke. For generations, 
Britain and France were at loggerheads. In quite recent times, Lord 
Rosebery, then Prime Minister, confessed that one night he could not 
Sleep, fearing that the morrow would bring open war between them—a 
quarrel over Siam was the trouble then, if my recollection be correct. 
To-day, they are sworn friends, each pledged to come to the other's 
help in the event of danger to its vital interests. 
certainty that within a measurable distance of time Germany and 
Soviet Russia will not clasp one another to their bosoms, despite anti- 
Comintern pacts, and all the rest of it. It is all a matter of expediency. 
In the political game nothing counts but the main chance. There ts 
neither honour nor conscience, only profit. 


Russia helped to liberate Bulgaria from its subjection to Turkey. But 
in the Great War Bulgaria took sides with the enemies of her liberator. 
{n short, diplomatists are the greatest profiteers in human annals. 
Tradesmen and financiers have no comparable record, and are children 
_ beside them. And the moral of it all is, as I have said, and as Jews 
Should remeriber at this time, that nothing in the international system 


is stable, and out of the dissolving chaos produced by statesmen - 


worst befall. 


There is even no 
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anything may emerge, even justice for the Jews. “ The stone which 
the builders have rejected may become “the head of the corner.” 
Look in this connection at another aspect of history. 


existence of the Bulgarian people was almost unknown in Europe. With 
the help of Russia it sprang to life again and took its place on the 
European map. People as little expected such a miracle as they did the 
sweeping away of the three empires which lorded it over Europe in the 
pre-War era. Greatest miracle of all was the gradual creation of a 
Jewish Palestine at the magic touch of Jewish genius. How, in the light 
of these happenings, can Jews abandon hope of their Promised Land 
simply because a new set of muddlers put their hands to the drawing 
of just one more foolish map?

I po not know what steps the Zionist leaders will take should the 
These must be matters for careful, mature, and 
serene deliberation, taken in the light of the fact that Jewry has 
given hostages to fortune in the shape of the 400,000 Jews who, in 
reliance on international honour, have settled in Palestine and with 
their love and treasure have built up there the beginnings of a Jewish 
polity. But whatever they resolve. they will be helpless unless behind 
them stands the Jewish people itself, unbroken in spirit. conscious of its 
destiny, and determined that, in God's good time, destiny shall prevail. 
The call is for confidence, steadiness, discipline, and, above all, unity. 
Only the lack of these things can wreck an assured hope and turn 
menace into disaster. 
> 

If it should be decided to call a new Congress—a move which 1s 
probably inevitable—let this great Jewish assembly declare solemnly 
in the hearing of the world that nothing done in London can ever 
detract from Jewish aspirations in the Promised Land. that no 
conferences have it in their power to turn back the course of destiny, 
and that Jews will struggle on without faltering until that age-old 
destiny has been achieved. 1 am old enough. to remember the days 
when ™ Italia Irredenta ~ was considered as the dream of a number of 
Italian fanatics. But the time came when unredeemed l[taly was 
redeemed. So, too, the Redeemer will come unto Zion. In that faith 
let our people summon all the reserves of courage which have not 
failed them in other dark ages of their history. In that spirit let 
them face whatever trials may be in store for them. And, whatever 
the present, the future will be theirs. The last word on Palestine has 
not been spoken. “ To be one of the gallant legion of the undefeatable 
defeated,” an English writer has told us, “is to Know the ultimate 
triumph.” “ Be strong and of good courage!”

HAHAM DR. MOSES GASTER 


A Great Personality 


Dr. Moses Gaster, formerly Haham of the Spanish and Portuguese 
Congregations of Great Britain, died suddenly on Sunday while 
travelling by motor-car from his home near Oxford to Reading, where 
he was on his way to deliver an address to a gathering of Rumanian 
students. Whilst sitting in the car by the side of his wife Dr. Gaster 
collapsed. Death followed immediately. He was eighty-three years old. 

Moses Gaster was born in Bucharest on September 16, 1856. He 
was a son of the late Chevalier A. E. Gaster and of Phina Judith 
Rubinstein, a member of the family of the great musician of that 
name. The Chevalier Gaster, who died shortly after the celebration 
of his ninetieth birthday in 1926, was a Dutch diplomatic agent in 
Bucharest, and concluded a commercial treaty between Holland and 
Rumania for which he was ennobled and received several Orders. 
Dr. Gaster’s grandfather, Asriel Gaster, was the President of the 
Bucharest Jewish Community, and at 
the time of the Greek Revolution he 
helped Prince Ypsilanti to escape 
across the border, declining any 
reward for his services. His great- 
grandfather was Austrian Vice-Consul 
at Bucharest. 

Ihe Gaster family was well known 
and highly respected throughout 
Bucharest. Although they had their 
own private Synagogue they took an 
active part in communal affairs, aiid 
were regarded as the ‘lay heads of 
Bucharest Jewry. Dr. Gaster’s grand- 
father, indeed, was universally Known 
as the Yiddischer Malach (King of 
the Jews)... His father founded the 
famous Jewish elementary school ot 
Bucharest, “ Moreah Gaster.”’ 

Dr. Gaster graduated B. és L. and 
Sc. at Bucharest University, and then 
proceeded to Leipzig to attend the 
University and the famous Rabbinical 
Seminary, which was the Alma Mater 
ef so many of the most eminent 
Rabbis on the Continent. Dr. Gaster 
received the Hatorath Haroah (1881) 
at Breslau... Side by side with his 
Rabbinical studies went his work at 


the University. Philology, then as a 
always a subject in which he took an . ae 
abiding interest, was his_ principal 


study, and the thesis for which he 
received his Doctorate of Philosophy 
was a disquisition on the changes of 
the letter e in the Rumanian language. 
It brought him a letter of thanks from 
the Rumanian Academy and recogni- 
tion as a foremost authority on the 
language of the country of his birth. 
He was subsequently appointed Lecturer in the Rumanian language 
and literature at the Bucharest University. He also acted as Inspector- 
General of Schools, and was a member of the Council for examining 
teachers in Rumania and of the Rumanian Atheneum and Royal 
Geographical Societies. The King of Rumania was the President of 
the latter body, and presided at one of Dr. Gaster’s lectures delivered 
in the Senate House of Rumania. For his various services to learned 
societies he was awarded the “ Ordre pour le Mérite” Class 2. His 
works, “A History of the Rumanian Popular Literature,” published 
in 1883, and his magnum opus—A Rumanian Chrestomathy and 
Glossary—are classics of their kind. | 

Dr. Gaster wrote textbooks for the Jewish Communal Schools, 
organised lectures for Jewish students, translated the Prayer Book 
into Rumanian, and, above all, identified himself with the cause of 
Jewish emancipation. It was in this connection that he came into 


conflict with the Government, which resulted in his expulsion from the 
country in 1885, | 


Expulsion from Rumania 


The deceased had interested himself in the Chovevi Zion movement, 
and had helped to found the colony of Samarin in Palestine, which 
was afterwards taken over by the late Baron Edmond de Rothschild 
under the name of Zichron Jacob. Dr. Gaster also started (in 1878) 
an emigration movement. Both these activities Were regarded with 
disfavour by the Government, which also resented his publication 
of accounts of the Rumanian persecutions of the Jews. All this 
combined to make Dr. Gaster’s position insecure, and when the Anglo- 
Jewish Association came into possession of certain documents relating 
to Rumanian anti-Semitism, on the basis of which Lord Salisbury 
made representations to the Rumaniah Government, it was at once 
assumed that Dr. Gaster had supplied them, and he was expelled from 
the country. 

In. the Neve Freie Presse, of November 10, 1885, Dr. Gaster wrote: 
* By virtue of the discretionary law voted in 1881 by the Rumanian Chambers 


intended to be applied to vagrants who have no home and do no work, I, 
od with nine other Jews, have been exiled without a statement of the 
motives which prompted the Government to adopt this measure. As this case 
may be considered typical, | apply to you, Mr. Editor, to allow space to my 
present expostulation. I am the more induced to make this request because 
there are hundreds of thousands to whom the most primitive rights are denied, 
whilst the most oppressive duties are imposed upon them. They are aliens 
in their native land: they are outlawed as regards their subsistence. D; 


Gaster then gave an interesting account of his pursuits as a student and as a 
scholar. He continued: “ There has been thrust into the world a reproach 
against me and my companions in sorrow that we were too much engaged wit) 
the Jewish question. For the moment I will leave out of view the discussion 
of the question whether it be a crime to sympathise with heavily oppressed 
coreligionists. My sympathy for them was limited to a concentration of efforts 
for placing them on a higher intellectual level, for educating them, for giving 
them Rumanian culture, and thereby to endow them with self-reliance and a 
sense of their own worth. .. That in 1883 I served my time as a military man 
does not, according to the conception of the Government, alter my character 
as an alien... I left my native country without ill-feeling. I shall not cease 
to love it as such. The profoundest gricf resulting from my expulsion arises 
from the fact that the country so dear to me is being injured in its interests by 
the unfortunate measures of the blind Government, and is being lowered in the 
estimation of foreign countries.” 

The Rumanian Government soon regretted the loss of one of the 
country’s most eminent scholars. Dr. Gaster was more than once 
invited to return, and the First Class “ Ordre pour le Mérite™ was 
conferred upon him; but he had found a more congenial home in 
England, and he declined. Some years later, he represented the British 
Royal Asiatic Society at the bicentenary celebration of the Prussian 
Academy of Sciences, and he there met Mr. Sturza, the Rumanian 
Premier, who had been responsible for his expulsion. The latter's 
astonishment can be pictured when he found that the man whom 
Rumania had rejected was now representing England. 

Dr. Gaster came to England with letters of introduction to Professor 
Max. Miller. His profound learning made him a welcome gues! 
among savants, and his friends 
included the late Dr. Lowy, Lord 
Pirbright, and Dr. S. Schechter. In 
1886 he was selected by the University 
of Oxford to deliver a course of 
lectures on Graeco-Slavonic L itera- 
ture under the Iichester Foundation. 
the lectures being afterwards published 
by the University Press. The same 
honour was also paid to him five years 
later. 


Appointment as Haham 


Following a brilliant lecture to the 
Jews’ College Literary Society on 
“Jewish Folk Lore in the Middle 
Ages,” Dr. Gaster was approached b, 
Mr. F. B. Halford with a view to his 
becoming Principal of the Judith 
Montefiore College, Ramsgate. The 
offer subsequently developed into an 
invitation to the post of Haham ot! 
the Sefardic Community, which was 
accepted. Dr. Gaster became Haham 
in 1887, succeeding in that office Dr. 
Benjamin Artom, who died in 1879, 
the post having been vacant during the 
interim, 

It cannot honestly be said that Dr. 
Gaster’s period of office as Haham, 
which continued until 1918, was 
entirely successful. His position was 
not an easy oné. The Sefardic Com- 
munity, though the senior one and 
possessing among its members 
representatives of the. oldest Anglo- 
Jewish families, was numerically very 
small—but very proud. The fact that 
they now possessed as their spiritual 
head a man recognised as a European 
scholar seemed to have influenced a small section of the Community 
in endeavouring to claim an equality with, if not a superiority to, 
the Chief Rabbinate of the British Empire. There was an instance 
of this in 1913, when Dr. Gaster conferred the Rabbinical Diploma 
on the Rev. Harris Cohen, and a good deal of comment was aroused 
in the Community at what appeared to be an implied slight to the 
Chief Rabbi, since Mr. Cohen had not submitted himself to. him 
for examination. The matter was, however, satisfactorily arranged 
through a voluntary offer by Mr. Cohen to be examined by Dr. Hertz. 
Dr. Gaster himself was not a man accustomed or fitted by temperament 
to play a minor réle. Among the many great qualities he undoubtedly 
possessed, tact could not be reckoned—and the tenure of his ancient 
office was marked by various episodes which a less commanding 
personality would have avoided. A man of great strength of character, 
he had the defects of his qualities. His intellectual eminence led to 
intolerance at times; and his sense of personal dignity, easily inflamed, 
led him occasionally to waste his energies in petty personal quarrels.

In 1890, Dr. Gaster married Leah Lucy, only daughter of the late - 


Dr. Michael Friedlander, Principal of Jews’ College, by whom he 
had seven sons and six daughters. His eldest daughter is the wife 
of Mr. Neville J. Laski, K.C. The deceased became Principal of 
the Montefiore College in 1891, continuing in that position till 1896. 
His retirement was brought about through an unfortunate dispute 
that for some time seriously agitated Anglo-Jewry. Dr. Gaster had 
resolved to confer the Rabbinical Diploma on two students of the 
College, who had obtained the Doctor's degreé from Heidelberg 
University instead of taking the more obvious course of passing the 
examinations of the University of London. The Talmudical Professor 
of the College, Mr. Schewzik, stated to the Principal that the students 
in question were inefficient and that they had created local: scandal 
by their conduct. Dr. Gaster suspended Mr. Schewzik, who there- 
upon reiterated the charges and demanded an impartial investigation. 
Committees were appointed to consider charges made against the 
students and Dr. Gaster, and eventually the Elders decided by a large 
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majority to close the College and to terminate the engagements of 
Dr. Gaster as Principal and of the Professors, A..resolution calling . 


upon Dr. Gaster to resign his position of Haham was discussed by the . 


Mahamad; but ultimately, largely owing to the support of Sir Francis 
Montefiore, a resolution of unabated confidence in Dr. Gaster was 
carried, | 

Retirement From Office 

In 1918, Dr. Gaster retired on a pension from the position of 
Haham. For some time previously his health had given cause for 
anxiety, particularly his failing sight—in the later years of his life 
he was nearly blind. It was found that in his then enfeebled condition 
the air raids, which were at that time frequent in London, had a 
deleterious effect upon his health, and, acting under medical advice, 
he took up his residence in Brighton. The Elders of the Congregation 
took the view that this fact prevented the full discharge of the Haham’s 
duties, and presented him with an ultimatum to the effect that he 
must either live in London or resign his position. Although Dr. Gaster 
strongly denied that his residence in Brighton implied any neglect 
of his duties, he ultimately agreed to retire on the conditions proposed 
by the Elders. Although these conditions were far from ungenerous, 
Or. Gaster felt, rightly or wrongly, that he had not been fairly treated, 
and he long cherished a feeling of resentment against his former 
congregants. This emerged clearly when, in 1922, he contributed to 
the East AND West, of Chicago, an article on “ The Sefardic Com- 
munities of the Nineteenth Century.” He said that the Sefardim 
~ satisfied with the vague glories of the past .. . never attempted to 
move with the times; they stood still, believing that no change in the 
tives of the Jews could ever affect them. They were so satisfied with 
the position they held that they remained immovable, and so slowly 
‘urned from living institutions into fossils.” Speaking of the London 
(ommunity, he added that for two hundred and fifty years there 
had been “no person in its midst, no scholar worthy to have been 
appointed as Haham to the Kahal.” 

Dr. Gaster’s attitude towards the land of his birth underwent some 
-emarkable changes. As early as 1907 he published an outspoken 
denunciation of Rumania for her shameful treatment of her Jewish 

ibjects; but at a later period his attitude in this respect seemed to 
have become considerably modified. In 1921 he visited Rumania, 
ind in public pronouncements there he said that the Jewish question 
in the country had already been solved, that Rumanian Jews had 
nothing to complain of, and that they had no need for minority rights 
but should organise themselves as “ Rumanian citizens of the Mosaic 
‘aith.” These statements occasioned deep distress and indignation 
‘hroughout Rumanian Jewry, and in some quarters Dr. Gaster was 
:oundly accused of damaging the cause of his people. 


Dr. Gaster and Zionism 


In the Zionist Movement, of which he was at one time an ardent 
supporter, Dr. Gaster was something of a stormy petrel; in fact it is on 
-cord that Dr. Weizmann once humorously described Lord Fisher 
's “The Gaster of the Admiralty.” He met Herzl soon after his 
crival in this country in 1896, and presided at the meeting in London 
‘ which Herzl made his first public appearance. Dr. Gaster visited 
Palestine in 1907. He again took up the interest in Zionism that he 
had shown in Rumania by his work for the Chovevi Zion. He was 
i Vice-President of the 2nd, 3rd, 4th, 7th, and 11th Zionist Congresses. 
But he was unable either to brook opposition or to work under a 
leader, however inspired. It is an open secret that he endeavoured to 
lessen Herzl’s influence in the Movement; he was always-an uncom- 
promising opponent of Dr. Weizmann: and he resigned the Chairman- 
‘hip of the English Zionist Federation because of the election as 


|! ondon Vice-President of the late Mr. L. J. Greenberg, whose Zionist . 


opinions were not in accord with his own. In later years he had 
severed all official connection with the Movement. It was his 
participation in Zionist work that led to one of the many petty quarrels 
with his Congregation, the Elders making the ridiculous stipulation 
that their Haham must in all cases preface his Zionist addresses with 
an explanation that he spoke not as “the Haham™ but as “ plain 
Dr. Gaster.” In spite of his differences with the official Movement, 
however, Dr. Gaster on a number of occasions during his latter years 
‘ectured and wrote in strong support of the Zionist ideal in non-Jewish 
1) Well as Jewish circles. 


Communal and Public Work 


Besides being active in Zionism, Dr. Gaster was an ardent 
communal worker. He was, with his mother-in-law, the late Mrs. 
| rredliinder, one of the earliest supporters of the scheme for a Jewish 
nospital in London, and it was largely due to him that the building 
in Stepney Green at last came into existence. He was a Vice-President 
of the Anglo-Jewish Association, and he was a member of deputations 
iepresenting the Anglo-Jewish Association, the Deputies, and the Jewish 
-lergy that were received by King Edward VII and King George V 
‘0 Offer congratulations on their respective accessions to the Throne. 
He was also a President of the Jewish Historical Society, of the Jewish 
{ colonial Trust, and the National Union for Jewish Rights. He was 
the founder of the First Lodge of England of the Order B'nai B'rith 
and its second President. Among non-Jewish organisations in which 
he played a prominent réle were the Royal Asiatic Society, of which 
he was Vice-President in 1920, and which he represented at the Oriental 
Congresses at Rome (1899) and Hamburg (1902), the Society of 
Siblical Archeology, the Folk-Lore Society, and the Society of 
Apocrypha, being a member of the Councils of all these Societies. He 
delivered the Schweich Lecture on the Samaritans in 1924. 

In 1908, Dr. Gaster published in THe Times an account of a discovery 
of the Samaritan Book of Joshua in Nablus. This was, however, 
attacked by many savants, and the book was generally considered to 
be unauthentic. He was also responsible for the discovery of a 
‘ragment of Sirach among the remains of the Cairo Genizah. 

_ Lt is impossible in limited space to give anything like a comprehen- 
sive list of the many learned works Dr. Gaster published. Reference 
has already been made to his Rumanian Chrestomathy and Glossary, 
and among his other books were a History of Rumanian Popular 
Literature, a Rumanian translation of the Hebrew Prayer-book, two 
Hebrew Versions of Tobit, an edition of “ The Sword of Moses ™ (the 
oldestextant work on magic), “A Samaritan Scroll of the Pentateuch,” 
and one on the oldest Rumanian version of the New Testament, besides 


contributions on Jewish subjects to the Encyclopedia of Religions. 

Probably it was folk-lore that claimed most of his attention, and 

se this subject he was reckoned as one of the foremost authorities in 
urope. 

His retirement from the office of Haham in 1918 left him free to 
pursue further research in this subject, and also for the practice ot 
the art of oratory, of which he was an. exceptionally skilled exponent. 
In any company Dr. Gaster’s addresses were always listened to with 
pleasure; although their matter was frequently polemical, their manner 
was above reproach. His sonorous delivery, the felicity of his 
phraseology, and his absolute earnestness made his speeches unfor- 
gettable; and while he could praise in as happy terms as anyone, he 
could also thunder at his opponents with the majestic wrath of a 
Hebrew prophet. 


On the occasion of his seventieth birthday in 1926, Dr. Gaster was 


the recipient of tributes of admiration from friends, disciples, and . 


colleagues all over the world. He was “dined” by the Bnai Brith, 
First Lodge of England, and striking tributes were then paid to 
the great work which the deceased had accomplished for Jewry. 
Although in the latter years of his life he had to curtail some of his 
communal activities, Dr. Gaster maintained his keen interest 
in Jewish life, both in current political and Zionist affairs and in 
historical and academic matters. He lectured until quite recently to 
various clubs and societies. He was one of the Hon. Chairmen of 
the Board of Trustees of the Yiddish Scientific Institute, which has 
its headquarters in Vilna, and he gave active assistance in the forma- 
tion of an English section of the Institute in 1930. On the occasion of 
his seventy-fifth birthday, a number of East End societies 
presented him with an illuminated address, and a bed was named in 
his honour at the Jewish Friendly Societies’ Convalescent Home at 
Birchington-on-Sea. On his eightieth birthday, he was the recipient 
of the Gaster Anniversary Volume, entitled “ Orient and Occident.” 
a collection of studies in Semitic philology and literature, Jewish 
history and philosophy, and the folk-lore of many lands, edited by 
Bruno Schindler and A. Marmorstein. 

At a meeting of the Victoria Institute, held at the Central Hall. 
Westminster, in March, 1936, a paper by Dr. Gaster on “ The Present 
Position of the Iews in Relation to World Events " was read by his 
son, Mr. Theodore Gaster, the well-known Orientalist, of the Wellcome 
Museum. 

In June last, in THe Jewish CuHronicLe Supplement, the late Dr. 
Gaster reviewed a book on “ Rumanian Journey,” by S. Sitwell. Hts 
last contribution to this journal was a review in the November 
Supplement of a book of essays on the Old Testament by members 
of the Society for Old Testament Study, entitled “Record and 
Revelation,” edited by H. Wheeler Robinson. 

Dr. Gaster’s brothers, Dr. Anghel Gaster and Mr, Leon Gaster, 
predeceased him a few years ago. 

We have received a number of tributes to the memory of Dr. Gaster, 
and we hope to print extracts from some of them next week.

The Rev. S. Diamond, of Leeds, died last week at Bournemouth, 
where he had gone in the hope of regaining his health. 

He had beem Chazan of the Great , 
Synagogue, Belgrave Street, for close upon 
forty-two years. He was a native of 
Odessa, and after being Chazan in San 
Francisco for a couple of years, he 
received a “call” to Leeds. Possessed of 
a remarkably melodious voice, Mr. 
Diamond had a great reputation as 
Chazan throughout the North of England 
Congregations.

Mr. Diamond never thought his work 
completed merely by acting as Reader in 
a Synagogue. He took an active interest 
im the work cf the local Board of 
Guardians, as well as in the activities of 
the Herzl-Moser Hospital and the Home 
for Aged Jews. His Hebrew scholarship 
led him to much activity on behalf of 
the Talmud Torah, for the maintenance and upkeep of which he was 
always ready to raise funds. He was also for some time congregational 
visitor to State prisons and institutions in the vicinity. His geniality 
won for him a large circle of friends, even outside his own 
Congregation. 

Mr. Diamond's eldest son is Mr. A. S. Diamond, one of the Wardens 
of the Berkeley Street Synagogue, London, and Chairman of the 
Law and Parliamentary Committee of the Board of Deputies. 

The funeral was at the Gildersome Cemetery on Sunday. Prior to 
the interment, a Hesped was delivered at the Belgrave Street Synagogue 
by the Rev. A. S. Super. The Revs. S. Stern and A. I. Reiss read the 
Burial Service at the cemetery.

Mr. Sortman was a delegate to the 4th Zionist Congress in London 
in 1900, and in later years he was a close colleague in Manchester 
of Dr. Chaim Weizmann, and helped towards the formation of the 
Manchester Palestine Committee. He was a Grand Trustee of the 
Order of Ancient Maccabeans, and on several occasions Commander 
ol its Mount Lebanon Beacon. He was also associated with the Dovrei 
Ivrith and Tarbuth movements. 

_At the age of seventy, Mr. Sortman realised a life-long ambition and 
visited Palestine. On his seventieth birthday, he was inscribed by 
the Order of Ancient Maccabeans in the Golden Book of the J.N.F.. 
and a testimonial was presented to him at a gathering at the Midland 
Hotel by Mr. Leib Jafle. Mr. Sortman received from Dr. Weizmann 
a fine collection of Hebrew books on that occasion. 

He has left, in manuscript form, many Hebrew essays and short 
Stories. He is survived by a widow and five daughters. There was 
a large attendance at the funeral, which was on Sunday afternoon at 
Failsworth.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


SPIRITUAL SALVAGE 


The Sabbath after Purim is distinguished by the reading of an 
additional section from the Pentateuch and a special lesson from the 
Prophets. Both these readings concern the need for purification, and 
are intended to remind the people of Israel that they must sanctify 
and prepare themselves for the approaching Festival of Passover. 
The mysterious ordinance of the red heifer, contained in the Parasha: 
Parah, was regarded by the Rabbis as an expiation for the sin of 
the golden calf, which is narrated in the Sidra for this Sabbath. In 
the Haftara from Ezekiel, this same theme of purification is expanded 
into an inspired prophecy of Israel's future redemption, the Pesac/; 
Le‘atid. 

Even while Moses was receiving the Divine message on Mount 
Sina?, the people forswore their allegiance. Crying, “ Up, make us a 
god who shall go before us,” they made a golden calf which should be 
their leader in place of God's messenger. In their perfidy they set 
up an idol and worshipped it as a god. 

This golden calf was but the first of many false idols which, 
throughout their history, have lured the Israelites away from thei: 
loyalty to God. In his final words to them, forty years later, Moses 
again warned the people: “ Jeshurun waxed fat, and kicked—thou didst 
wax fat, thou didst grow thick, thou didst become gross—and he 
forsook God who made him, and contemned the Rock of his salvation. 
They roused Him to jealousy with strange gods, with abominations did 
they provoke Him. They sacrificed unto demons, no-gods, gods that 
they knew not, new gods that came up of late, which your fathers 
dreaded not. Of the Rock that begot thee thou wast unmindful, and 
didst forget God that bore thee.” 

So there must inevitably follow, as Moses foretold, a just retribu- 
tion on the people of Israel for their faithlessness: “And the Lord 
saw, and spurned, because of the provoking of His sons and His 
daughters. And He said: ‘I. will hide My face from them, I wil! 
see what their end shall be; for they are a very froward generation, 
children in whom is no faithfulness. They have roused Me to jealousy 
with a no-god; they have provoked Me with their vanities; and I will 
rouse them to jealousy with a no-people; I will provoke them with a 
vile nation.” ” 

Is it not possible to see in events now happening in Europe a 
literal fulfilment of this dread prophecy of the Lawgiver? Yet Moses 
foresaw also the ultimate redemption that would follow on repentance. 
And our Haftara encourages us with a like promsse of salvation: 
“And I will sanctify My great name, which hath been profaned 
among the nations, which ye have profaned in the midst of them; 
and the nations shall know that I am the Lord, saith the Lord God, 
when I shall be sanctified in you before their eyes. For I will take 
you from among the nations, and gather you out of all the countries, 
and will bring you into your own land. And I will sprinkle clean 
water upon you, and ye shall be Clean; from all your uncleannesses, 
and from all your idols, will I cleanse you. . . . And ye shall dwell 
in the land that I gave to your fathers; and ye shall be My people, 
and I will be your God.” 

Israel is bidden to learn from the calamities he has suffered that 
his only hope of salvation lies in God, and that the idols of the 
nations are but vanity. The world also must sooner or later come 
to learn the same lesson. Nations who worship a human leader as if 
he were a god, and who set up a form of State-idolatry, are already 
becoming recognised as the enemies of civilisation. | 

A contemporary historian has -just written: “ Having read * Mein 
Kami’ at a sitting—that is, in four days’ intensive work—lI closed 
my eyes and tried to recall what were the impressions that stood 
out most vividly in my mind. They were, in this order: violence, 
attack, brutality, blood, terror, extermination, intolerance, hate, 
fanaticism, hysteria, mass suggestion, domination, mastery, blind 
obedience—-fourteen watchwords of the gospel according to Adolf 
Hitler. Half-stunned, | found myself murmering: ‘He hath showed 
thee, O man, what is good; and what doth the Lord require of thee 
but to do justly and to love mercy and.to walk humbly with thy 
God?’ Then I recalled that Reichsbischof Miiller has said: * Mercy 
is an un-German conception. The word “mercy” is one of the 
numerous terms of the Bible with which we can have nothing to do ; 


and [I gave thanks that there are still countries where the message of 


the Hebrew prophet may be heard.” : 

The lesson of purification through suffering is no less true for 
these days than it was when first taught by the seers of old. In 
their worship of pagan values, their engrossment with materialistic 
ambitions, their seeking after alien cultures, the present generation 
of Israel were becoming forgetful of the eternal Covenant binding 
them to God. Perhaps nothing else than bitter persecution could 
have stayed their backsliding, and have recalled them to a sense of 
their spiritual heritage. For the Jew can no longer—even if he would 
~—-be ignorant of, or escape from, his historic obligations. 

As the chief victim of “man’s inhumanity to man,” the Jew 
must be among the first to volunteer for the service of humanity. 
He is summoned, as it were, to organise rescue and demolition parties 
for the defence of religion, and to form decontamination squads for 
spiritual salvage. By practical work of this kind he will be helping 
to hasten the day when the abominations will be removed from the 
earth, and when the world will be perfected under the kingdom of 
the Almighty.

“JEWS AND THE TERRITORIALS ” 

It is laid down in the regulations of the Supplementary Reserve of 
Officers and the Auxiliary Air Force (to quote only those services 
whose.conditions I have actually read), that departure from the enlist- 
ment rule concerning nationality will be made only on the authority 
of the Secretary of State. If, as is suggested, it were officially decided 
that all applications of this nature, whether for commissions or the 
ranks, were to be forwarded automatically for consideration on their 
merits by the Secretary of State or by officers authorised to act for 
him, the situation would be fairly met. It ought not to be difficult 
to work out certain definite rulings as a basis for decisions. Alterna- 
tively, could not some arrangement be made with the co-operation 
of the Deputies? The latters’ special knowledge of Jewish condi- 
tions ought to lend great weight to their judgment in matters of this 
kind. Perhaps the heads of the Service departments could see their 
way to recognising a certificate from the Board of Deputies, granted, 
of course, only after careful inquiry into the circumstances of each 
individual case as evidence of a would-be recruit’s fitness for 
attestation.—Mr. THeopore A. LieBeRMAN, 24, Kensington Avenue, 
Victoria Park, Manchester. 


As Chairman of the North-West London Section of the Jewish Ex- 
Servicemen’s Legion, I know that the Legion, at the request of the 
President of the Deputies, submitted a scheme to promote National 
Services recruiting in April, 1938. In May, 1938, this scheme was in 
principle approved, but although correspondence and _ interviews 
followed, nothing concrete materialised. The Legion have always held 
that anything that concerns the Community must be organised either 
with the consent or the co-operation of the Deputies. They were, 
therefore, loath to institute a sectional campaign and opposed the 
formation of ad hoc Committees. But we are of the opinion that 
such a campaign should be organised by the Legion as part of its 
normal activities, with the co-operation of the Deputies. A special 
National Services Committee has already been appointed, and the 
Legion is taking offices in the West End. This, and its East London 
quarters at 43, Prescot Street, will be available for inquiries. We are 
not specifically concerned with recruiting for Jewish Territorial units, 
but should a demand be apparent, we shall endeavour to find facilities 
for the creation of such units.—Caprain Puitie Jacoss, 26, The 
Vale, N.W.11. 


The article on this subject in THe Jewish CHRONICLE recently dealing 
with foreign parentage in Territorial enlistment stated the facts quite 
uccurately. The instance quoted is not an exception, in fact to-day it 
is the general rule. It is quite true that numbers of Jews with foreign- 
born parents have enlisted in the Territorials, but the explanation is 
a very simple one. The majority of these enlisted in September and 
Shortly after the crisis, when the regulation was relaxed. In past 
years, in special circumstances, exceptions have been made, although 
it is Not quite clear what particular merits or qualifications an applicant 
must have in order to quality for this dispensation. I have been 
informed on good authority that the War Office is now strictly 
enforcing this regulation with the utmost rigour.—Mr. Harorp J, 
FRASER, 14, Hanover Square, W.1. 


A TEST OF CHARITABLE SINCERITY 

At every function in aid of charity which I have attended recently, 
| have met many who deplore the outlay on food and frivolity. I 
have been assured that all would gladly contribute without having to 
be coaxed by a dance, concert, or banquet.

DR. JOACHIM’S JUBILEE 


On Friday last an interesting celebration occurred in Berlin. It was the 
fiftieth anniversary of the day when Dr. Joseph Joachim, the renowned 
violinist, first appeared in public as a boy of seven. From ear!) 
morning Dr. Joachim received numerous callers, one of the first to 
congratulate him being the Minister of Public Instruction, who, in the 
name of the Emperor William, handed him the great gold medal for 
scrence and art conferred upon him by His Majesty. Countless tele- 
grams from all. parts of the world—from Oxford and Cambridge and 
other towns in England, from friends in America, as well as from al! 
parts of the Empire—-poured in all day. The residence of the hero 
of the day was literally converted into a flower garden. In the evening. 
the High School of Music celebrated the event by a concert consisting 
of Dr. Joachim’s own compositions; and at a banquet later on, 
given in his honour, he was presented with a wreath of laurels. In 
addition to these tokens of regard the friends of the great musician 
had raised the sum of 100,000 marks, one-fifth of which is to be 
invested -for the benefit of poor musicians and the other four-fifths for 
the benefit of his family. The memorable concert for Jewish charitable 
yrs Organised some years ago by Dr. Joachim and held, under 
us direction, in the principal Synagogue of Berlin, in the presence 
of the late Emperors William and Frederick (then Crown Prince), will still 
be in the recollection of many of our readers.

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JEWISH BOARD OF GUARDIANS 


More People Assisted in 1938 


SPECIAL APPEAL RAISES £65,000 


The special appeal of the Board of Guardians raised £64,868, of 
which expenses accounted for £1,053, announced Mr. Lionel L. 
Cohen, K.C., at a meeting of the Board held last Monday evening 
at 127, Middlesex Street, E.!. Mr. Cohen, Vice-President, presided 
in the absence, through indisposition, of Miss Hannah Cohen, O.B.E. 

The Board considered the annual report for 1938, and approved of its 
circulation. 

The report points out that the total number of cases assisted in the Relicf 
Department rose from 3,553 in 1937 to 3,608 in 1938. Of these 3,608 cases 
1.057 were new applications. But the number of new cases whose names figure 
in former records fell from 327 in 1937 to 23% in 1938. On the other hand, 
the number of cases who applicd to the Board during 1937, and had to be assisted 
again in 1938, amounted to 277, as compared with 192 in 1936-7. There had been 
an increase both in the number of fixed allowance cases dealt with and the 
amount expended, There were 572 cases, against $27 in 1937, costing £17,143. 
against £14,853. With the exception of 1925, the expenditure of 1938 had been 
the largest in their history. The number of aged persons on the books for 
permanent allowances had increased from 225 in 1935 to 308 in 1938. The 
number of canvassers and travellers appiying for help increased by rougnly 
fifty per cent., while that of general dealers and shopkeepers was nearly double 
the corresponding figure in 1937 : 

The financial statement and accounts for 1938 were presented by 
Mr. H. J. d@Avigdor Goldsmid, the new Treasurer, and were adopted. 
(The Chairman had previousls moved a vote of thanks to Colonel F. D. 
Samuel, C.B.E., D.S.O., the former Treasurer.) 

Mr. dAvigdor Goldsmid read a communication from the Board's 
Hon. Auditors, Messrs. Gundry. Cole. and Co.. resigning from that position. 
which they had occupied for forty years. This was due to the fact that 
the Board’s work, which had grown so enormously. coincided with what was 
the firm's busiest time. They offered, however. to act as hon. consultant 
accountants. Great appreciation was expressed for the firm's services. 

The réports of the various Sub-Committees were received. and the Board 
fixed the nomination Itst of contributors for the election of thirty-two 
members of the Board, to serve from April 1. 7 

In reporting the circumstances in which seventy-four refugee children 
were transferred from a holiday camp at Lowestoft to the Samuel Lewis 
Seaside Convalescent Home at Walton-on-the-Naze. Miss Hilda ™M. 
Schlesinger read a letier of thanks from the Movement for the Care of 
Children from Germany. 

The Board agreed to the recommendations of the Executive Committee 
in connection with proposals tor the reconstruction of the Finance Com- 
mittee, which had been submitted by Mr. Charles E. Sebag Montefiore at 
the last meeting. 

A vote of condolence with the relatives of the late Mr. Arthur F. 
Franklin, a Life Member and former Treasurer and Vice-President of 
the Board, was passed.

Jewish Delegation Stand Firm 
LETTER SENT TO GOVERNMENT 
Conference Commitiee Not Disbanding 


At the last informal meeting with the Government, held on 
Monday, the Jewish delegates reiterated their views on_ the 
original Government proposals and insisted that there was a real 
need for greater clarity on the part of the Government. If, the 
Jewish delegates contend, it is the Government's intention to go 
ahead with the creation of an Independent Palestine State, which 
would, in fact, mean an Independent Arab State with so-called safe- 
guards for the Jewish minority, this would involve the crystallisation of 
the Jewish National Home in its present state and would mean an 
end to all further formal discussions. 

At meetings on Tuesday of the Jewish Agency Executive and of 
the Conference Committee, it was decided not to disband the Con- 
ference Committee but to continue with informal talks with the Govern- 
ment in an attempt to elicit either a new set of proposals or, at least, 
a clearer indication as to what the Government proposes to do. It 
wads therefore decided that the Jewish Agency Executive should submit 
a written communication to the Government asking them to clarify 
their intentions, 

That written communication was sent off on Wednesday night, and 
it iS believed that it suggested that if the Government were determined 
io stultify the Jewish National Home and simply to safeguard Jewish 
minority rights the Jews would find it impossible to continue dis- 
cussions. If, on the other hand, the Government made it clear that their 
intentions were to allow the organic growth of the Jewish National 
Home, to ensure Jewish immigration up to the economic absorptive 
capacity of the country, and to insist on equal rights for Jews and 
Arabs in Palestine, the Jews would then feel that there was some 
purpose in continuing the discussions. 

Everything now rests with the Government. Their reply will 
determine the next step in the developments. If the Government 
say that it is their intention to safeguard the Jewish National Home, 
immigration, and so on, and propose embodying those principles in 
constitutional form, then the Jews can diseuss the proposals. There 
is no truth in the suggestion that the Jewish delegates have put up 
counter-proposals. What they have done is to indicate the principles 
by which they stand. 


Why Some Jewish Delegates Have Left 


Some. of the Jewish delegates have returned home, but this has 
been only for private reasons. The reason why the Conference Com- 
mittee did not disband itself was because it, and the Jewish Agency 
Executive, were unwilling to take any irrevocable steps so long as any 
hope remained that useful discussions were still. possible,.and they 
are therefore prepared to remain in Londcua so long as there is any 
chance of agreement being reached. 

Some delegates have had to go back as they can no longer be 
spared from their Communities. These include the American 
delegates. Rabbi Berlin and Sholem Asch have also left. but the 
Palestinian delegates are not leaving yet. It was expected that they 
would leave a few days ago, but in the light of the present situation 
they are staying in London. Mr. Ussishkin left last week-end, and 
Rabbi Herzog on Sunday, but these are the only Palestinian delegates 
to have gone, and they have done so purely for private reasons. 

It is not true that the Jewish delegation has declared that it would. 
on conditions, agree to the abolition of-the Mandate. They are 
certainly not prepared to discuss anything which repudiates or 
relinquishes the fundamental principles, which are (1) continued growth 
of the Jewish National Home; (2) immigration in accordance with 
absorptive capacity; (3) unrestricted land sales; and (4) no minority 
Status for the Jews. 

No further meetings have been fixed either with the Arabs or with 
the Jews. As far as the Jews are concerned, further meetings will 
depend on the Government's reply to their communication. ~ 

On Tuesday night, there was an informal conference between some 
Jewish delegates and representatives of(Egypt, Iraq, Saudi-Arabia, and 
the British Government. The conference lasted until midnight, but 
nothing concrete was achieved. 

It is felt in Government circles that the attitude of both Jews and 
Arabs to the Government's suggestions is now elearly understood. The 
Government is now preparing a fresh set of proposals, which will be 
submitted to both sides early next week. Meanwhile. the Conferences 
are being kept open by informal contacts with both parties. It is 
believed that if agreement should not be reached on the new Govern- 
ment proposals, which will be open to slight modification, then the 
Government will proceed to impose its own policy. What will 
happen if agreement is reached with one side only is not at all clean

YISHUV’S DIGNIFIED STAND 


Preparation for Every Contingency 
WHAT ARAB DEMONSTRATIONS REVEALED 


[From our Correspondent—JerusaLeM, March 3) 


The dignity with which the Yishuv is preparing to meet the grim 
emergency which threatens to arise ought not to pass unnoticed, and i), 
actions must serve as an example of unity and faith in ultimate victo:, 
to the Diaspora at large. Undeterred by the persistent terror),: 
challenge or the taunts of the Arab mob, the Jewish population 
is quietly going about its task of mobilising all resources and force: 
in readiness for whatever may befall. 

It seemed inevitable that the reports reaching Palestine from London 
concerning the imminence of a surrender to the extremist Arab demand, 
should produce, as one paper aptly put it here, “triumph in one 
camp and consternation in the other.” That the Arabs reacted by 
jeering at the Jewish Community was by no means inconsistent wit) 
what has happened in the past three years; but it should be place! 
on record that those who took part in the Arab demonstrations o 
glee, following Press reports which were later stated by Mr. Ma. 
Donald in Parliament to be premature and based upon misleadin: 
information, were the riffraff and hooligans in each town, the elemen: 
which is controlled by the terrorist leaders and with which the average 
Arab peasant and worker has very little to do. 

These demonstrations took place in Jerusalem, Jaffa, Haifa, Nablu. 
Jenin. Tulkarm, Safad, and Tiberias. At Haifa, they coincided wit), 
the murder of three Jewish workmen. A train passing through Te’ 
Aviv from Jaffa was decorated with Arab banners, orange-blosson). 
and branches of trees, with young maflfickers clinging to the engine 
and hanging out of windows uttering derisory calls. An Arm, 
officer, who watched the spectacle with amazement, was told gloating! 
by an Arab, “ We are rejoicing because we are taking over the country 
from the English.” In other places, there were cries of “ Long liv, 
the Mufti!” and “ Down with the Jews!"’—apparently two synonymo. 
terms in the mental processes of Arab ruffians. 

The events of Monday, February 27, when some ninety-one Arat 
were killed and wounded in bomb explosions at Haifa and Jerusale: 
and in shooting outrages elsewhere in the country, were deplorable 
and the Jewish Community regrets more than anyone the shedding 
of so much innocent blood. But they were an indication that human 
endurance can stand so much, but must inevitably snap when the limi 
is reached, 

A Foretaste of “ Independence 

If the Arab demonstrations revealed one thing, it was that the Jewish 
population might know what to expect if and when the great da) 
arrives for an independent State in Palestine with possibly the Mutt 
of Jerusalem as President of the Government and hjs armed hirelings 
as the standing army. Notwithstanding the pompous assurances given 
in London concerning the guarantees to be made for the protection 
of minority communities (the Assyrian Christians in Iraq were 
“ protected ” by similar guarantees), the Yishuv is well aware of the 
subjection imposed upon the Jewish Communities in Syria, Iraq, and 
the Yemen. 

It was with a knowledge of such conditions in mind that the 
conference of Jewish municipalities, local Councils, the Chiet 
Rabbinate, national and public institutions, and representatives 
of the various parties met in Jerusalem on Tuesday, February 25, 
und in the course of three sessions lasting until after midnight 
formulated the Yishuv’s attitude towards the present situation. 

A forceful manifesto was adopted and issued to the Jews of Palestine 
(as already reported in the last issue of Tue JEwisH CHRONICLE). It 
hinted that co-operation between Palestine Jewry and the Govern- 
ment might be no longer feasible should the latter insist upon 
proceeding with its plans for an unfavourable constitution. It 
spoke of the age-old hopes of Israel and its unshakable will to return 
to the land of Israel. 

The conference also adopted a series of other resolutions designed 
to tighten the co-ordination now existing to a large extent within 
the Yishuv. The planning of economic measures in order to meet 
the requirements of the hour and the provision of adequate means to 
enable the Kofer Ha’ Yishuv (Redemption of Palestine Jewry Fund) 
to carry out its functions on the broadest possible scale were two o! 
these. Equally important, if not more so, was the resolution calling 
for the registration of the Yishuv’s man-power and woman-power on 
the same lines as the National Service scheme in Great Britain. The 
effect of such registration will be to provide a complete record of al! 
adults in the Yishuv and their abilities should an emergency require 
their service. It is a sensible plan, and one which ought to, as no 
doubt it will, be fully supported. It is, in short, the answer by the 
Yishuv to those who thought they might by “ shock tactics” take 1 
unawares; such a response is the only one possible in the muddled 
contusion of affairs to-day. 


BRITAIN’S SOLEMN PLEDGE 
From Dr. J. BRUTZKUS 
To the Editor of Tue Jewisu CHRONICLE 


Sin,—His Majesty's Government have published the text of the letters of 
Sir Henry McMahon and the Sherif Hussein of Mecca. This was done to 
establish the fact that the Arabs never were promised an Arab State in the 
Seale territory west of Damascus and Homs or in the preyious Jerusalem 
Sanjak. 

The publication of these letters indicates that the Government to-day 
considers itself morally bound by the promises given by its representatives. 
Considering that moral obligations are equally binding towards the weak 
and the strong, and that the British nation, faithful to the Bible, cannot have 
two different moralities, I deem it my duty, as the late President of tne 
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Zionist Organisation in Russia, to recall the solemn promise of His 
“Majesty's Covetambet in November, 1917, transmitted to Russian Jewry 
by His Majesty’s then Ambassador, Sir George Buchanan. The said 
Ambassador in 1917 called together the representatives of Russian Jewry, 
including myself, and handed us a copy of a telegram from the Britis 
Foreign Office wherein, amongst other things, it was solemnly declared 
that Hjs Majesty's Government has decided to establish a Jewish State in 
‘ lestine.” 

& he full translation of this cable was published in ali Russian papers, and 
the original English text reccived from the Ambassador was reproduced 
verbally in the Zionist Review Rassvitt of November 17,1917. 

During the audience, Sir George Buchanan expressed Great Britain's hope 
that Russian Jewry would understand where lay its proper interests in the 
struggle between the Allies on one side and the German block on the other. 

True and faithful to the Allies to the last, the Zionists later on. underwent 
a series of persecutions, imprisonments, and tortures. 

To the memory of thousands of Russian Zionists, many of whom 
perished in prisons or in Siberian swamps, | consider it my duty to insist on 
the British Government's publishing, in addition to the McMahon corre- 
spondence, the telegram addressed to Sir George Buchanan in November, 
1917, which was proclaimed to six million Jews throughout Russia, and to 
explain to the world whether this telegram represents a moral obligation o1 
a scrap of paper.

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ANOTHER NASHASHIBI KILLED 
Terrorists Suffer Heavy Casualties 
LANDMINES EXPLODED AT HANITA 


A bomb was thrown and shots were fired outside Haifa on Thursday 
evening of last week at a lorryload of Jewish workers returning from 
« match factory at Acre. Three of them were seriously injured. They 
are Shimon Ganun, aged thirty-six, Zvi Griff, aged sixteen, and Isaac 
Sheffer, aged twenty-six. 

Menahem Shvili, aged forty-seven, was shot and slightly injured 
io Jerusalem on Friday at midday. The Arab assailant escaped. 

Yerachmiel Dominitz, aged sixteen, who was wounded by Arab 
terrorists last week when they entered a house on the outskirts of 
Moshav Gibton, near Rehovoth, and murdered his mother and hts 
iwo brothers, died later from his injuries. 

Adnan Nashashibi. seventeen-year-old cousin of Fakhri Nashashibi, 
was Shot dead on Saturday night in Jerusalem. During the funeral 
procession on Sunday, members of the Nashashibi Party fired shots 
at a man they suspected of having killed their kinsman. 

[he bodies of tweive Arabs who, it 1s believed, were executed by 
icrrorists, were found on Friday in a cave near Tulkarm by troops. 

lwo Arabs were sentenced to death on Saturday by the Military 
Court in Hatfa for complicity in the murder of two Jews. 

Two land-mines exploded under lorries that were proceeding between 
Upper and Lower Hanita on Monday, wounding Mordecai Habinsky, 
uged nineteen, son of a farmer at Nahalal, and slightly injuring two 
others. Simultaneously with the expiosion of the land-mines, brigands 
lired a heavy fusillade at the lorries. British police and notrim held 
the terrerists at bay until the arrival of troops and aircraft. After 
a battle lasting several hours, the gang fled, leaving the bodies of five 
brigands. The casualties of the gang are believed to have been very 
heavy. 

Ezekiel Ben Yaakov, aged twenty-four, of Jerusalem, who was 
travelling to Tel-Aviv in a taxi, was shot at near Sarafend and seriously 
wounded. 

Dr. Abraham Sternberg, Government Medical Officer at Safed, was 
shot and wounded in the shoulder while walking in the street on 
Monday morning. His wound is not dangerous. 

On the same day an Arab was shot dead in a Haifa street. 


MORE LIGHT ON POLICE METHODS 
_ “Which Party Would You Join?” 


[From our Correspondent—JerusaLem, March 3] 


| have had a conversation with one of the gentlemen who were 
arrested on Monday, February 27, and taken to the Jerusalem Police 
Barracks in connection with the events of that day. 

‘There were some eight or ten persons taken into custody at about 
midday. Among them were Dr. Ephraim Washitz, a lawyer, and a 
member of the Assefath Hanivcharim and the Jewish Community 
Council of Jerusalem; Mr. Ezekiel Steinmatzky, a bookseller; Mr. 
“vi Kulitch, a merchant; Mr. Aaron Nathaniel, Chairman of the 
Maccabi in Jerusalem, and a Government and Army contractor; Mr. 
Eliahu Schwartz, a Scout instructor; Dr. I. Altschuler, a physician; and 
Mr. Bruno Yungster, a musician. Several of these gentlemen had 
no connection with the Revisionist Party: in one case, at least, there 
was a mistake concerning the first name, and the wrong man was 
detained. 

” We were all in good mood from the outset,” one of those detained 
told me. “There was one exception, the man whose surname was 
similar to that of another person whom the police had on their list, 
but he soon realised the absurdity of the proceedings and saw the point 
of the comedy, as we had.” 

Upon arriving at the Police Barracks, a sergeant of police ticked 
off the names from a list, and signed orders of detention. No attempt 
was made to secure warrants from a higher authority; the men detained 
were denied even their elementary constitutional privilege of being 
told the reason. The list from which their names were taken was part 
of a file marked “ Terrorists—Suspect.” 

Two of those detained, Dr. Washitz and Dr. Altschuler, were released 
that evening after having been kept in custody for six or seven hours. 
Uhey were not interrogated or told why they had been asked to go

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to the police station and confined until the evening. They were busy 
men and had to lose part of their practice during the day. 

The rest, of whom some spent twenty-four hours and some forty- 
eight hours in custody, were later joined by various other people 
whom the police had detained under the Emergency Regulations, which 
apparently give licence to pick up anyone off the street and send him 
to the lock-up without explanation. 

It is interesting to observe the method of interrogation to which the 
detenus, including my informant, were subjected. It should first of 
all be stated that the Revisionist Party in Palestine is legally recognised. 
The questions put were generally as follows: “ Are you a Revisionist?” 
—*Ne ’ “Are you in sympathy with Revisionism?”—*“ No.” “Do 
you belong to any party?’-—“ No, | am not a member of any Zionist 
party.” “ Assuming you did decide to join a Zionist party, which one 
would you choose?” The person interrogated was so taken aback by 
the last question that he felt the best way was to refuse to reply. 


WITH THE DEFENDERS OF THE YISHUYV 
Courage in Ambush Attack 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM) 


Resourcefulness and courage shown by a party of Jewish constables 
travelling near Ein Geb, the new Jewish settlement on the eastern shores 
of Lake Kinnereth, averted serious casualties among them, while 
causing losses to the gangsters, during an ambush attack which occurred 
on a recent Sunday afternoon. 

An Army wagon was proceeding from Afikim with a Jewish driver, 
five Jewish supernumerary constables, Inspector Pitt of the Palestine 
Police, in charge of notrim, an Army sergeant, and a Jewish police 
corporal from Tiberias, when they saw men signalling from the roof- 
tops in the Arab village of Samra, through which they were passing. 

Notwithstanding the danger, they continued their-way, and on reach- 
ing a deep wadi, two kilometres behind the village, they saw a tall Arab, 
wearing a black fez, with a rifle. He fired a signal shot as they came 
near. The Jewish notrim and the others jumped out of the wagon and 
lay prone; there was no cover in the plain. 

The brigands immediately opened fire at a distance of some thirty 
to forty paces. The small Government force was outnumbered by 
the Arabs, who totalled about fifty in all. Fusillade after fusillade 
was poured at the besieged party, which replied sparingly. 


Dash For Reinforcements 

Under a hail of bullets, the Jewish driver and the Tiberias police 
corporal decided to make a run for it. Waving “Cheerio!” to the 
others, they started the small lorry and raced across the plain through 
the enemy barrage. Numerous bullets struck the sides of the vehicle, 
and one passed through the sleeve of the driver's jacket, grazing his 
hand. They managed to get through, however, and raised the alarm 
at the Frontier Force post and at Afikim. 


Meanwhile, the gang was advancing on the beleaguered party lying 


on their stomachs m the open. Dancing and singing, and shouting 
“Allahu Akbar!”’—God is great—the Arabs fired as they came. When 
they reached within twenty or thirty feet, the Jewish notrim, the 
mspector, and the Army sergeant, who had been holding their fire, 
“let them have it.” The attackers panicked at the vigorous response 
and started running away helter-skelter. 

Just then a detachment of the Transjordan Frontier Force and 
Jewish notrim from Ein Geb and Afikim came up in lorries and, 
together with the besieged party, to whom they supplied further 
ammunition, took up the chase. The fleeing brigands bolted along the 
path through the wadi to the Golan (Syrian) hills and the border, in 
the direction of Al Harrab village. During their flight, shouts, screams, 
and sighs were heard, indicating that they were suffering casualties. 
But they carried off their dead and wounded and escaped. 

Empty cartridges found on the scene of the encounter showed that 
the brigands had fired some 600 rounds from German, Austrian. 
French, and British rifles. This vicinity has been considerably dis- 
turbed lately by increasing bands crossing from Syria, and the force 
of Jewish notrim in the settlements has been increased.

LABOUR CONFERENCE IN GLASGOW 


Palestine a Link in Struggle Against Fascism 
MR. B. LOCKER’S ADDRFSS 


[From our Correspondent—GLasGcow] 


A resolution calling upon the Labour representatives in Parliame»: 
to urge the Govern; ent to open the doors of Palestine for Jewlk 
immigration up to the full limit of the economic absorptive capacity o! 
the country was adopted at a conference of I17 representatives o; 
Labour Party branches, Trade Unions, and Co-operative bodies held 
on Sunday afternoon in the Cen‘ral Halls, Bath Street, under the 
auspices of the Glasgow Burgh Labour Party. Mr. William Ryssel!, 
of the Burgh Labour Party, presided. 

The conference was add:essed by Mr. Berl Locker, who said that the 
gathering was a sign of deep interest on the part of the Labou: 
party in Glasgow. Expressing respect for the British Labour movemen!, 
Mr. Locker said that they in Palestine did not look upon their struggle 
as isolated, but as a link in the great struggle that wa, being waecd 
against international Fascism. He then referred to the thousands 
of people living in t»e co-operative settlements in Palestine, where 
mutual help dominated the daily life of the pzople. 

Mr. Locker expressed the opinion that the mass of feople did not 
generally understand what was coing on in Palestine. As long as Pales- 
tine did not fall, the victory of Fascism was notcompiete. It was natura! 
for Fascism to try toun ermine the Jewish Nat onal Home in Palest ne 
“ British Guiana is no solution to the refugee problem,” he said. “I do 
not think that the attempt ts deprive us of our rights in Palestine js 
compatible with the honour of the British p-ople. I am sure British 
Labour will not give assent to this policy. If we had been left alone 
with the Arabs we would have come to t:rms of peace and co-opera- 
tion with them. We h.ve succeeded to some extent in securing the 
co-peration of Arab Labour. We are not afraid to defend our rights 
We shall not be afraid of the guns of Hitler and Mussolini. We would 
rather die as free men than live asslaves. We have kept the heads and 
mincs of our youth calm; we have succeeded in restraining them. 
They are defending themselves, but confin.ng themselves to defence.” 

Later, Mr. Locker addressed a public meeting, under the auspices o! 
the Poale Zion, in the Langside Halls. “ We do not ask whether it 's 
our right to be in Palestine,” he declared, “it is a natural thing for us. 
It is our country.” — If there could not. be a Jewish State there to-day, 
he could safely say there could not be an Arab Srate. “ You can dis- 
turb Jewish life in Palestine. you can bring b'oodshed by a wrong 
pol.cy, you can create war, but you cannot persuade the Jewish peopl: 
to accept the status of a p:rmanent minority,” he concluded.

_ DEBATE AT ANGLO-PALESTINIAN CLUB 


Zionism and the Jewish Problem 


_“T potest very heart ly against the assump‘ion that the Jews have 
friends only on the Progressive side of the House of Commons,” said 
Sir John Haslam, J.P., M.P. for Bolton, Lancs , when he presided at a 
debate between Mr. W. Gallacher, M.P., and Mr. P. Horowitz, on the 
proposition “ That Zionism does not provide a solution to the Jewish 
problem.” And Sir John went on to add: “If ever the Jew had a 
friend in the British House of Commons, that friznd is John Haslam.” 

The debate, at the “ A.P.” Club, in which Mr. Gallacher proposed 
the motion, proved a very hot one in more than one sense of the term. 
Both speakers worked themselves into demagog’c intensity. 

Mr. Gallacher’s chief theme was that in the Middle Ages Jews 


were the victims of a struggle between the feudal barons and the 


nascent merchant guilds, and that they received from both combatants 
blows of equal ferocity. He drew further parallels to this by saying 
that in Palestine to-day Jews were the stumbling block between British 
and Arab imperialism, and that their “ curse,” which was that of being 
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‘the butt of two contending foes, would be repeated in that land. 


History, moreover, according to Mr. Gallacher, repeated itself in the 
spectacle of the Jew being treated with contempt by those who used 


him for their own selfish ends. And Mr. Gallacher’s remedy for this 


is summed up in his belief that when everybody has learned to be good, 
then the Jew will come into his own dnd obtain ‘conditions and 
privileges as other men. In the meantime, he extended a very cordial 
hand of friendship to the Jew, and robustly remarked that if Mosley 
ever came ‘to Glasgow, it would take more than the police to get 
him out. 

Mr. Horowitz, in his reply, made out the case for Jewish natio-al 
aspiration, and the progressive positive human advancement of the 
Jewish national ideal, but he was perhaps over-forceful, and based his 
reply on a non-existent attack by Mr. Gallacher on the Jews. Mr. 
Horowitz reminded Mr. Gallacher that the Jewish problem was older 
and more persistent than feudal barons. In Egypt. there were no 
feudal barons and no merchant guilds to attempt to overthrow them. 
But there was a Jewish problem, because the Jew was in a minority 
and had been, with the exception of brief periods of his history, 
in a minority everywhere since. That,and not the unhappy middle 
position imposed on him b:tween warring idealisms, declared Mr. 
Horowitz, was his “curse.” As regards British Imperiiism in Pales- 
tine. Mr. Horowitz reminded Mr. Gallacher that Zionism came into 
being before Britain had or could hope to have any strateg’c or other 
interest in Palestine. ff he had to choose between service to Arab 
or British Imperialism he would certainly choose British.

REFUGEES BENEFIT AUSTRALIA 
Alien Capital Sets up New Industries 


It is estimated that refugees will bring £4,500,000 of new capital 
into Australia inthe next three years. Since the middle of last year. 
more than 40,000 refugees have applied to the Department of the 
Interior for permits to enter, and it is estimated that if all applicants 
had been admitted more than £12,000,000 would have come into the 
Commonwealth. One migrant has already invested £7,000 in the 
establishment of a new industry. 

Officials point out that in addition to bringing new capital into the 
country the refugees will be instrumental in establishing new industries. 
Already two new industries have been initiated—the manufacture of

woollen fabric with a silk finish and the production of certain types 
of gloves previously unprocurable in Australia.

proportion of the aliens entering the Commonwealth are skilled artisans 


and may be expected to benefit Australian secondary industries by 
the introduction of new technique. 


Refugees Must Have Trade Union Wages 

The Australian Workers’ Union is asking the Federal Government 
and State Governments to pass legislation compelling all refugees 
in Australia to comply with award conditions and wages. The Govern- 
ments will be asked to include in the proposed legislation sections 
io prevent refugees from working in any place except a registered 
factory, and to ensure that refugees as a condition of employment 
must be paid in the presence of an authorised union official or 
Government officer. 


IMMIGRATION INTO DUTCH GUIANA 
Restricted Possibilities Emphasised 


The restricted possibilities for the settlement of Jewish refugees in 
Dutch Guiana have been emphasised by statemenis made by M. Welter. 
the Dutch Colonial Minister, and by M. Kielstra, the Governor ot 
Dutch Guiana. 


“ The possibilities for increasing the population in Surinam (Dutch | 


Guiana) are limited,” M. Welter said. “ It will be impossible to increase 
it by 50,000. Reports of unlimited development possibilities of Surinam 
belong to the realm of fairy tales. Immigration of Europeans in large 
numbers into Surinam is absolutely impossible because there are no 
opportunities there for manual! labour. It is different regarding people 
with capital. The plans of the Dutch Government in this respect are 
clear and definite. The Government will in the first place allow the 
immigration of natives from Java, since Surinam is, above all, a tropical 
country.” 

The Governor, M. Kielstra, submitted a memorandum to both 
Houses of the Dutch Parliament dealing with the immigration of Jews 
into Surimam. | 

“After discussing the problem of immigration of Jews from Central 
turope into Surinam with a number of official and private organisa- 
lions,” the memorandum states, “it has been established that there 
are only limited possibilities for such immigration into Dutch Gutana. 
The country cannot be saddled with the burden of settling groups ot 
unsuitable colonists who will most probably not be admitted elsewhere. 
from the practical point of view, there are possibilities for settling one 
group of colonists trained in agriculture and capable of starting planta- 
lions of citrus trees and perhaps a few other suitable agricultural 
products, and another group able to start industries of which there ts 
a need in Surinam. Both categories of immigrants must, however, 
be provided with sufficient means.” 

An agricultural expert will shortly arrive in- Surinam to study the 
possibilities for settling Jewish immigrants. 


24,000 Jewish Refugees in Holland 

Professor D. Cohen, Hon. Secretary of the Dutch Jewish Refugee 
Committee, stated in an interview with the Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
that there are now about 24,000 German-Jewish refugees in Holland. 
in the four refugee camps for legal immigrants and in the three camps 
for illegal immigrants, there are 1,626 refugees, and in the homes for 
children there are 1,560 refugee children. 

From December 28 to February 28, fifty-five Jewish refugees from 
the camps have emigrated, and fifty-one have been found accommoda- 
uon with Dutch families. On January 31, there were 1,645 Jewish 
refugees in Holland who had to be maintained by the Jewish Refugee 
Committee, which spent a total of 2,800,000 guilders on relief between 
1933 and 1939. The Committee spent in January about 37,000 guilders 
a week on direct maintenance and 15,000 guilders a week on the 
maintenance of the refugee camps. 


Sik HERBERT EMERSON recently spent a few days in Holland discussing 
Various questions connected with the Jewish refugee problem. He visited the 
Foreign Ministry and the Refugees Department of the Ministry of the 
Interior. While on a visit to Belgium, he saw the refugees camp at Merxplas, 
Antwerp, where over 500 refugees from Brussels and Antwerp are now 
housed, (A special article on this camp appeared in the February 
Supplement of THe Jewisu CHRONICLE.)

NEW FRENCH ALIENS BILL 
Tighter Control, but Naturalisation Prospects 


[From our Correspondent—P aris} 


M. Marchandeau, the French Minister of Justice, has submitted 
a new plan to the Cabinet regarding the control of immigration and 
the naturalisation of immigrants in France. Its outstanding features 
are a tightening in the admission of aliens and an improvement in 
the procedure of naturalisation. A central body is to be created, 
which will closely supervise the needs of the labour market. Only 
such immigrants as can be usefully employed will be permitted to 
enter. After obtaining the French visa, they will have to present them- 
selves at a fixed frontier station to undergo a careful examination, 
especially with regard to Health. The Examining Committee will 
determine the place of residence of the alien, where he will obtain 
his carte d'identiteé. 

Alter a certain time, which may be anything from one to five years, 
the alien will be entitled to apply to the Ministry of Justice for 
naturaltsation. The Ministry may refuse without stating any reasons. 
Magistrates will be authorised to permit naturalisation or to postpone 
it, and even to demand the expulsion of the alien from the country.

CHILDREN 


A Non-Sectarian Committee for German Refugee Children has been 
formed in New York. The Committee, which includes among ts 
members Governor Herbert H. Lehman and Cardinal Mundelein, 
aims at placing children with foster-parents of their own faith. The 
Committee has already received adoption offers from persons in forty- 
one States. Among those who have made offers is Mrs. Calvin 
Coolidge. widow of President Coolidge. The organisation of the 
Committee marks the crystallisation of a comprehensive plan developed 
by citizens of all faiths, child welfare experts, and the American 
Friends’ Service Committee. who have been working in collaboration 
tor the past two months. 

A Bill now before the U.S.A. Congress provides for the admission 
of up to 10,000 German children to the Untted States in_ 1939 and the 
same number in 1940. 


MR. PELL’S BERLIN VISIT 
Still Trying to Aid Jewish Emigration 


Mr. Robert Pell. the Vice-Director of the Intergovernmental Com- 
mittee on Refugees, paid a visit to Berlin last week-end. He was 
received by Herr Wohitat—the Nazi official who completed the recent 
negotiations with Mr. Rublee, the late Director of the Committee, after 
Dr. Schacht left office—to whom he presented his Committee's observa- 


‘iions on the German proposals regarding Jewish emigration. No new 


negotiations took place. 

it is now believed that the machinery for an orderly exodus of 
Jews from Germany has been set going, and its effective functioning 
will depend largely on the success the Committee has in opening places 
of settlement. 


Mr. Pell is shortly to pay a second visit to Berlin to place a list of. 


future homes for German Jews before the German Government. 


BRITISH ACTIVITIES 


Ihe Mavor of Croydon, Alderman E. C. Stuart Baker, in formally 
opening the ~ Beth Tikvah” hostel for German refugee boys at Elmwood 
Road. Croydon, last week, said that on behalf of the Corporation ol 
Crovdon he had the greatest possible pleasure in associating himself with 
what he believed to be an attempt to support humanity against inhumanity. 
The Bishop of Croydon said that they owed a great debt to Mr. Stuart 
Davis. Chairman of the Crovdon Refugee Aid Committee, for so practically 
furthering the cause which they all had at heart. Jt was for them not 
a question of faith or race to which people belonged but rather that they 
must try to safeguard the spiritual values which formed the basis of 
civilised society Davan M. Gollop recited a special prayer, and 
the Rev. S. J. Michelwitz and Mr. Stuart Davis also spoke. To mark the 
occasion, the Mayor was presented with a copy of the Chiet Rabbi's edition 
of the Pentateuch and Haftarahs, sutably inscribed. The hostel. which ts 
situated near Croydon West Station, is open to visitors on Wednesday 
evenings from § ull 7. 

Ihe South-Fast London Refugee Children’s Fund, covering the Bexley- 
heath, Catford, New Cross, and Woolwich areas, has covenanted to pay 
for nine bovs and girls at the Whittingehame Training Farm, and three 
bovs at the Wilderwick Traning Centre, East Grinstead, at a total cost 
of £1,350. Eighteen German-Jewish children have been placed in homes, 
and homes are in readiness for twenty more children. As the result 
of a concert held at the Lewisham Town Hall, Catford. over £200 was raised. 

A new non-sectarian home to accommodate between thirty and forty 
refugee children is to be opened at 104, Nightingale Road, Clapton. 
to-morrow by the Mayor and Mayoress of Hackney. The Bishop of 
Chelmsford and the Rev. M. L. Perlzweig will attend the opening to give 
their biessings. 


AN URGENT APPEAL 


Short-Term Hospitality Wanted for 
Refugee Chalutzim 


Private hospitality is urgently required for Chalutzim who are now being 
brought to this country by the Agricultural Department of the German 
Refugees Committee. These young men, ranging in age from eighteen to 
thirty. are being drafted as quickly as possible to training farms in various 
parts of the country. If no hospitality is found for them, they will be 
obliged to remain in Germany in constant peril until the necessary arrange- 
ments at the farms are completed. Intending hosts and hostesses are asked 
to apply immediately to the Hospitality Commitice for Agricultural Train- 
ing of Refugees, Bloomsbury House, W.C.1. 

Voluntary workers with cars are also most urgently appealed for to meet

REFUGEES AND NATIONAL SERVICE 


“We offer, freely and gladly, all that 
we now have—ourselves ” 


National Service was discussed on the supplementary estimate for 
the: Privy Seal Office, and COLONEL NATHAN (Lab., Wandsworth, C.) 
took the opportunity to suggest that refugees should be allowed to give 
their service. “There are amongst them,” he said, “ some who have 
inherited remarkable traditions, who have earned the rewards of valour 
in the field, fighting for what was then their homeland; there are many 
of scientific and intellectual attainments of the highest order; there 
are employers who have brought new industries to this country; there 
are skilled technicians who are engaged in making known new 
processes; and all that great variety of skill and knowledge and 
experience the refugees are anxious, by some means, to place at the 
service of the country as their contribution to the common effort.” 

He revealed that the London Committee of German and Austrian 
Refugees were engaged in the preparation of a census of refugees and 
a register of qualifications which might be useful to the State in time 
of war. The register, when complete, would be submitted to the 
Government in the hope that practical use would be made of it. 

Referring to the possible spheres of service, Colonel Nathan said: 
“ There is the possibility of a foreign legion. That raises very con- 
siderable and difficult questions of policy upon which the Government 
would have to take a decision, but when I say * foreign legion’ I mean 
a foreign legion available for service in the fighting line. There are 
also those who are qualified to assist either in the intelligence organisa- 
tion of the military and trade departments or other work of that kind. 
Many of them, obviously, have high qualifications as- interpreters. 

There may be openings for clerical work, and there ts first-aid work 
arising out of air-raid precautions. Whether their services should be 
used in the strictly military sphere, or for Civil Defence or for civilian 
duties in connection with any of these matters, is a question which I 
would ask the Government to consider.” 

He had been asked by the London Committee to say that “ they 
offer, freely and gladly, all that they now have—themselves. ° 

The first day's debate was wound up by Mr. Ernest BROWN 
(Minister of Labour), who referred to the speech of Colonel Nathan 
and said: “ He will not expect me to give an answer now because he 
will know that there are difficulties, as the question of nationality ts a 
vital one, but 1 should not be fair to him if I did not warn him that 
there are difficulties involved in using in our defence services those 
who are not naturalised citizens of Our own country.” 


MR. GRANT-FERRIS AND THE CHILDREN 


Mr. R. Grant-Ferris (Con., St. Pancras, N.) asked the Home 
Secretary whether he was satisfied that refugee children accepted by 
this country were so accepted on the express understanding with their 
parents that they were to be emigrated as soon as practicable, or on 
the mauguration of any Government scheme. 

Sir SAMUEL Hoare: The organisation known as the Movement for 
the Care of Children from Germany holds a signed statement from the 
parent of every refugee child brought to the United Kingdom on 
their responsibility agreeing to entrust the child to the care of the 
Committee and to any step which the Committee may take in the 
interest of the child. It is the intention of the Committee to emigrate 
the children after suitable training, but no definite plans have yet been 
formulated. 


STATUS OF FORMER AUSTRIAN SUBJECTS 


Mr. Gerorrrey Manper (Lib.. Wolverhampton, E.)- raised the 
question of the status of former Austrian subjects in this country. 
Mr. Georrrey Lioyp (Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs) gave the 
following information: “An Austrian living in this country is not 
required by the Home Office to apply to the German authorities for 
recognition as a German citizen, and the question of his doing so is 
one for him alone to decide. An Austrian, already admitted to this 
country, who became stateless, would not on that account be required 
to leave, but a number of refugees from Austria have been allowed 
to come here on condition that they emigrate, and they will be required 
to leave as soon as the arrangements are made. An Austrian who had 
the necessary residential qualification and was otherwise eligible, would 
be at liberty, like any other foreigner, to appiy for the grant of a 
certificate of naturalisation.” Mr. Mander asked for the widest 
publicity for this statement in view of the endeavours that are being 
made to bring pressure to bear on former Austrian citizens here to 
accept German citizenship. 


DOMESTIC SERVANTS 


Mr. Tempce Morris (Con., Cardiff, E.).asked the Minister of Labour 
whether he would state the number of Austrian and German refugees 
who were known to have entered domestic service in this country. 

Mr. ERNEST BROWN answered that since the annexation of Austria 
in March, 1938, the Home Office had authorised approximately 4,000 
visas to enable women refugees from Greater Germany to enter this 
country for employment in domestic service. During the same period, 
6,156 permits had been issued by the Ministry of “Labour for the 
employment of German and Austrian women in private residential 
domestic service and, although the applications were dealt with on 
ordinary employment grounds, it was probable that many of the 
foreigners concerned must now be regarded as refugees. 


ANGLO-GERMAN TRADE AND JEWISH EMPLOYMENT 


Mr. ARTHUR HENDERSON (Lab., Kingswinford) asked the President 
of the Board of Trade whether, during his forthcoming visit to Berlin, 
he would represent to the German Government the undesirability of 
the German trade department requiring a statutory declaration which 
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has to be registered with the German Embassy here, by any British 
firm seeking to export goods to Germany to the effect that the contro! 
of the firm is non-Jewish, that there are no Jewish employees, and that 
there is no Jewish-owned capital in the firm. 

Mr. OLIVER STANLEY: I am not aware of the procedure referred to 
and have received no complaints in regard to it, but if the hon. 
Member will supply me with the information upon which the question 
is based, I will consider the matter further. I can say at once, however, 
that 1 would deprecate any requests addressed to firms in the United 
Kingdom by any foreign Government or its agents for information o: 
this character. 


GOVERNMENT'S PALESTINE POLICY 


Mr. Mander asked Mr. Matcotm MacDonacp (Colonial Secretary | 
to give an assurance that the British Mandate remained the basis 0} 
the Palestine Conference, and that there would be no repudiation of the 
Balfour Declaration. 

Mr. MacDonald: His Majesty's Government are still bound by the 
Mandate. Beyond that I cannot make any statement at present. 

Mr. Mander: There will be no repudiation of the Balfour 
Declaration? 

There was no further reply. 


THE McMAHON CORRESPONDENCE 


From Dr. S. LEVENBERG 
To the Editor of Tue JewisuH CHRONICLE 


Sir. As the Arab delegation at the Palestine Conference based its lega! 
claims on the McMahon correspondence, published last Saturday as ; 
White Paper, it may be interesting to recall a few statements made bh) 
distinguished British statesmen on this important subject. 

When these Arab claims were first formally presented by the Arab dele- 
gation in London in 1922, the then Secretary of State for the Colonies (MM) 
Churchill) replied as follows (Peel Report, page 20): 


“ That letter (Sir H. McMahon's letter of October 24, 1915) is quoted 
as conveying the promise to the Sherif of Mecca to recognise and suppor! 
the independence of the Arabs within the territories proposed by him. Bu: 
this promise was given subject to a reservation made in the same lett 
which excluded from its scope, among other territories, the portions o 
Syria lying to the west of the district of Damascus. This reservation he 
always been regarded by His Majesty's Government as covering the vilayc 
of Beirut and the independent Sanjak of Jerusalem. The whole of Palestin: 
west of the Jordan was thus excluded from Sir H. McMahon's pledge.” 


During the debate on Palestine in the House of Lords on June 
1923. Lord Milner made the following statement: 

* | was a party to the Balfour Decleration. I do not believe that thx 
Balfour Declaration is inconsistent with any pledges which have been given 
to King Hussein or to anybody else. It is my conviction that when all th: 
documents are published it will be clearly established that in the promrscs 
we made to King Hussein a distinct reservation was made of the countr) 
about which we are now sneakine.” 


Mr. Ormsby-Gore (now Lord Harlech), the late Secretary of State for the 
Colomies, speaking in the House of Commons on July 21, 1937, said: 

* | served in 1916 in the Arab Bureau in Cairo on Sir Henry McMahon s - 
staff, and I wish myself to testify to the fact that it never was in the mind 
of anyone on that staff that Palestine west of the Jordan was in the arca 
within which the British Gevernment then undertook to further the cause 
of Arab independence. And, after all, the whole sequel proves the casc 
Immediately after the Arab revolt and in successive months, the then British 
Government, before the right hon. gentleman the Member for Carnarvon 
(Mr. Lioyd George) became Prime Minister, was advised in these matters 
largely by the late Sir Mark Sykes, and immediately after the McMahon 
correspondence and the outbreak of the revolt in the Hedjaz he was 
instructed by the then Government to get into touch with the French and 
other Allied Governments in regard to the future of that part of the world. 
Negotiations were long, with the results that England and France, France 
then having claimed the whole of Palestine, acceded to an arrangement 
which is set out very fully on page 21 of the Report. . .. 

“ When the preliminary negotiations took place leading up to the Balfour 
Declaration—and it was at least a year after the first adumbration of a 
desire on the part of the Allied Governments to make some approach to 
the Jewish people had first been thought of—I remember myself serving in 
the Arab Bureau helping to edit a thing called the ‘Arab Bulletin’ im the 
autumn of 1916, putting into that ‘ Bulletin’ information regarding Jewish 
colonies and Jewish aspirations in Palestine; and all through the early days 
of 1917 His Majesty's Government and the other Governments were 
becoming increasingly aware of this factor in the Near Eastern probicm, 
and the Balfour Declaration, which was not issued until November, 1917, 
was the result of prolonged weeks of controversy—I say that advisedly 
because some people put forward views vigorously opposed to it—after 
negotiauions with France and Italy, and after, as the Commission bring out 
for the first time, President Wilson was consulted as to its precise terms. 
It was a most deliberate act. . . It was not only Sir Mark Sykes but 
others brought to the attention of the Government the fact that under- 
takings of a general character had been given to the Arabs, and the 
McMahon correspondence was fully in the mind of His Majesty's and the 
Allied Governments when the Balfour Declaration was made. I say it was 
opposed, but let me make it clear that the Cabinet as a whole were absolutely 
determined, and the idea that this was a particular nostrum of Lord Balfour 
or any other individual is quite out of the question. . . . 

* T want it clearly and finally understood that His Majesty's Government, 
neither then nor now, can or will admit that Palestine west of the Jordan 
was included in the pledge given to the Sherif, and that they have always 
in mind that special considerations must obtain in regard to the future 
government of the Holy Land. The unique character of Palestine was 
recognised by the Arab delegates to the Peace Conference. It is recognised 
all over the world.”’ 


oF aah McMahon himself made the following important statement 
in 1937: 

“ I feel it my duty to state, and I do so definitely and emphatically, that 
it was not intended by me in giving this pledge to King Hussein to include 
Palestine in the area in which Arab independence was promised. I also 
had every reason to believe at the time that the fact that Palestine was not 


included in my pledge was well understood by King Hussein.”’—Tue Ties, 
July 23, 1937, 


The Jews have the reputation for being an obstinate people. But surely 
nothing they have done can surpass Arab obstinacy. which, in the face of 
all these statements, continues to claim that the British Government included 
Palestine in the promise given by Sir H. McMahon to the Sherif of Mecca 
~~even in face of the flimsiness of the basis of this claim as now fully 
revealed in the White Paper.

LONDON AREA COUNCIL IN 
BETHNAL GREEN 


More Meetings Needed 


[From our Special Correspondent] 


Another meeting was broken up by Fascist hooligans on Tuesday 
night. They attended a Labour and Co-operative meeting at the Shore- 
ditch Town Hall and, apart from heckling the speakers, they flung chairs 
about, exploded fireworks and smoke bombs, and sang. Fire hydrants 
were used when the hall began to fill with black smoke, and the police 
had to be called in. Five arrests were made. The principal speaker 
was Mr. Ernest Thurtle, Labour M.P. for Shoreditch. who found it 
difficult to get a hearing. A man rushed at the platform and threw 
a jug of water and a glass at him. 

The presence of those Blackshirt firebrands at the Town Hall prob- 
ably accounted for the amiable nature of the weekly London Area 
Council meeting at Victoria Park Square, Bethnal Green. For the 
first time in recent months, Jews and Blackshirt supporters got together 
and to some extent managed to talk about things without passion. 
The majority of the audience were middle-aged, and that, to some 
degree, accounted for their tolerance. The only disturbing note was 
momentarily supplied by a passing Fascist who shouted out “ Shore- 
ditch Town Hall,” and hurried there to aid in the destruction of free 
speech. 

The questions asked were not in the main concerned with external 
political matters but with the ordinary everyday life of the people of 
ihe area. “ Why,” asked one person, * should Jews be allowed to open 
their shops on Sunday and on Saturday?” “ Why.” asked another, 
“are thousands of houses turned into workshops by Jews?” There 
was in all. the questions a grain of sense, and the tragedy was that 
the Fascists had managed so well to distort that sense. The audience 
listened carefully to the answers, although some showed signs of 
impatience and muttered things about “ b—— Jews.” 

On the whole [ thought it a valuable meeting and felt that these 
Jewish meetings should be held in Bethnal Green every night. 


Blackshirt Hooligan Sentenced 


The Blackshirt who threw the jug and glass at Mr. Thurtle was 
s:ntence i to three months’ hard labour at Old Street Police Court on 
Wednesday. He was 18-year-old George William Humphries, of 
King Edward Walk, Lambeth, who, as he left the dock, shouted “ Hail 
Mosley.” The magistrate said he had behaved like a young lout. 

James Charles Smith, of Hyde Road, Shoreditch, another man 
arrested at the meeting, was told: “ You are a thundering nuisance and 
a bit of a liar, too,” and fined 40;. A constable said that while he was 
dispersing a crowd of about 200 persons, Smith, who was carrying a 
roster, shouted, “Come on, boys, let's smash a few windows.” 

Joseph Henry Estall, of Old Ford Road, Bow, and William Joseph 
Ash, of Moss Street. Bethnal Green, who were also arrested, were 
discharged under the Probation of Offenders Act. 


A VIRULENT JEW-HATER 
Lies and Abuse in Finsbury Square 


{Fror: our Special Correspondent] 


It seems that the more bestial and crude the attacks made upon Jews 
the larger are the audiences attracted. It was so, at any rate, in Finsbury 
Square during the lunch hour on Monday. There a speaker from a 
Nationalist Association ™ platform made as virulent an attack upon 
the Jews as I have ever heard; and quite a large audience seemed to 
enjoy it. The speaker delivered his foul remarks with a certain gustiness 
which seemed to be attractive to his audience and to conceal his 
crudities and half-truths. 

One thing was clear: the speaker hates the Jews. “ These damn 
people,” he said, “are not wanted anywhere“; and he gave a list of 
countries from which, he asserted, the Jews had been turned out. There 
were, he went on, two and a half million Jews in England (there are 
actually 370,000 in Great Britain and Northern Ireland). With the 
two and a half million Jewish refugees coming into the country (the 
latest official figure is 11,000) there would soon be five million Jews 
here. “If those people are not good enough for Germany they are not 
good enough for us. We don't want their leavings. ... Let them 
go to hell.” 

In dealing with the c_velopment of goldmining in South Africa, he 
referres in the most slanderous terms to Sir Alfred Beit. When he 
referred to Madagascar as a home for the Jews, a member of the 
audience suggested that the Jews might die there. “ | should lose sleep 
over that,” laughed the speaker. Dealing with the refugees, he made 
the outrageous suggestion that officials would not “hesitate to take 
figures and passports for refugees.” 

One member of the audience coolly and calmly queried every state- 
ment, and all that the speaker could do was to open his .emotional 
floodgates in an attempt to wash him away. The rallies and counter- 
rallies of those two persons seemed to me to demonstrate the calm, 
objective, democratic behaviour as against the heated, subjective, 
Fascist method. 


“Ir is fine to be a Jew in these days. Our English fellow-citizens will 
respect us for coming out into the open.” said Mr. C. Picciotto, the 
Chairman of the London Area Council, last week. He was speaking to 
members of the New Synagogue Fellowship in the Marcus Samuel Hall 
of the New Synagogue, Egerton Road, N. Mr. A. Fishman presided. 


BLACKSHIRTS ATTACK J.P.C, 
SPEAKER 


The Jewish ‘People’s Council: has been holding regular open-air 
meetings at Cheshire Street, Bethnal Green, each Sunday morning. 
These meetings have been well attended and have aroused the extreme 
dislike of local Blackshirts. It is their usual practice to gather round 
the speaker and attempt to silence him by catcalls and heckling. Last 
Sunday morning, however, Blackshirts, not content with heckling, 
attempted to assault the speaker when he left the platform. Mr. P. 
Valentine, the speaker, has often been threatened, and on this occasion 
it was only as-a result of the joint action on his behalf of non-Jewish 
and Jewish members of the audience that he was able to get away 
unharmed. 

It is interesting to note that these attempts to close down the J.P.C. 
outdoor meetings give the lie to the Fascist claim that they only 
interrupt at indoor meetings where they have not been given the same 
facilities as others for the use of the hall. It also shows pretty clearly 
that the Fascists are very much concerned at the forceful way in which 
the J.P.C. has been exposing their anti-Jewish lies. 

Among organisations addressed by the J.P.C. last week were the 
Heath Street Baptist Church, Hampstead, the Holborn Women's 
Co-operative Guild, the High Wrcombe Left Book Club, and the East 
Ham Labour Party. 

Among recent donations to the funds of-the J.P.C. was a cheque from 
the Executive Committee of the Manasseh Ben Israel Friendly Society. 


WEST LONDON  J.P.C. 


“It is a mistake to assume that the British character is necessarily 
proof against the evil influences which seem to be making so much 
progress.” This warning was given by Mr. Ronald Kidd, the Secretary 
of the National Council for Civil Liberties. at a meeting of the West 
London Branch of the Jewish People’s Council, held at the Hampden 
School, 14, Holland Park, W. Dr, Claude Spiers, the Chairman of the 
Branch. presided. 

Mr. Kidd said that although Mosley was unpopular and had lost 
considerable prestige during the past vear if was wrong to assume 
that he stood alone. He might in certain circumstances be rehabilitated 
in public life. unless they mobilised democratic opinion against him. 

During the discussion, Mr. Charles Coborn, the veteran variety artist, 
said that the Committee of the Variety Artists’ Federation, of which 
he was a member. had found themselves compelled to keep artists 
from certain countries out. He was rather against that and favoured 
the greatest possible measure of freedom for all. 

Following an address by Mr. Martin Rayner, a member of the 
Executive of the J.P.C., the election of officers was held. The follow- 
ing were re-elected: Dr, Claude Spiers, Chairman: Mrs. H. Spiers, 
Treasurer: Miss R. Levy, Secretary; and Mr. S. Gubbay, Assistant 
Secretary.

The Borough of Ilford, London, has received the congratulations of 
the Nazis. The Frankfurter ZettUNG lavishly compliments it on its 
decision to invite a party of about twenty-five Germans (which, in 
practice, will mean Nazis only) to spend a free holiday in England this 
summer. The guests, who are to be selected in co-operation with the 
Nazi authorities, are to stay at the homes of Ilford people. The Mayor 
of ford (Councillor C. A. Farman) is the Chairman of the Reception 
Committee. 


LONDON Nazis, organised in the National Socialist Organisation, have 
acquired the house formerly occupied by the Austrian Legation, at 18, 
Belgrave Square, S.W.. as a “Brown House.

There were over 300 guests at the luncheon at the Midland Hotel 
last weck in aid of the Manchester Women’s Appeal for Jewish Child 
Victims of Persecution. It was announced that, after deducting 
expenses, £675 had been raised by the gathering. A concert held in 
aid of the same cause the previous evening at the Houldsworth Hall 
realised £160. 

The Bishop of Manchester (Dr. Guy Warman), who presided, said 
that he was proud to be there that day, as a Christian Bishop, to express, 
on behalf of Christians in this country, sincerest and most heartfelt 
sympathy with the Jewish people in their hour of trouble. “Il am a 
Gentile,” he said, “ separated by my faith and race from most of my 
audience. No one up till now has either blamed or praised me for 
having anything but Aryan blood in my veins. My faith teaches me 
that, in the great family of God, race distinctions ought not to separate. 
if men are misguided so to think, they are misguiding the plan of 
Providence for the well-being of humanity. In a respectable family, 
race distinctions do not arise.’ 

Miss Elisabeth Bergener, who was given an enthusiastic reception, 
said that however much people in this noble country were told about 
what was happening on the Continent they could not possibly visualise 
the frenzy of brutality, the wave of lowest perversity, lies, hatred, and 
degradation that mounted higher every day, and threatened to encom- 
pass the world unless it was stemmed by united and determined nations. 
She appealed to all to speed on the rescue work. Every hour gained 
meant thousands of lives saved. -“In the name of our prostrate 
brethren, I thank you for what you are going to do,” she concluded. 


Over 3,500 Children Saved 


Mrs. Anthony de Rothschild thanked all those Manchester women 
who had supported the Women’s Appeal work since 1934. They had 
succeeded in taking no less than 3,500 children with the Youth Aliyah 
movement from Central Europe to Palestine, and many of the children 
were now independent and able to bring their parents over to join 
them. Over 200 children from Germany were shortly going to be 
trained in agriculture at Whittingehame, the late Lord Balfour's estate 
in Scotland. Including the Eddie Cantor Fund, they had raised to date 
over a quarter of a millions pounds, but the expenses had never 
exceeded 3 per cent. 

Professor T. H. Pear, of Manchester University, said that it was the 
kindest thing they could do to get the children out of Germany while 
they were so young as not to be able to understand the terrible persecu-

ANNUAL JEWISH DRAMA FESTIVAL 
Great Synagogue Literary Society Wins Shield 


The twelfth annual drama festival under the auspices of the Man- 
chester Union of Jewish Literary Societies concluded on Sunday nigh: 
in the Lesser Free Trade Hall with the award of the shield to the Great 
Synagogue Literary Society for {heir production ot “ For all our Days,’ 
a play by Emmanuel Levy. . 

The Chairman of the Oaide. hr M. M. Fidler, opened the festiva! 
on Saturday evening and reaffirmed the objects as being the diffusion 
and exposition of Jewish ideals by means of drama. He reminded 
the audience that as a result of this basis a large school of Jewish 
drama by modern writers had been evolved; some fifty original play. 
had now been produced and five representative works published in 
book form ready for performance elsewhere. He announced a new 
award to the author of the play adjudged best by Mr. and Mrs. M. } 
Landa from the script, irrespective of the usual markings for acting and 
production. 

The festival had six entries, but the Birmingham Society had to 
cancel their entry, which left four Manchester societies and the Leeds 
Institute to work out the issue with “And the People Cheer” (Ceci! 
Wolfson and Charles Drapkin), based on the story of Haman and 
Ahasuerus, performed by the South Manchester Jewish Literary and 
Social Society; “ Roots” (Bernard Silver and Leslie Rosen), a border 
incident of a Chalutz Settlement, produced by the Leeds Society. 
Withington with Joe Tawil’s comedy, * But the Seventh Day ”; followed 
by the Great Synagogue Literary Society in Emmanuel Levy's “ Fo: 
all our Days.” The final work was “ The Glory of David” (David 
Freeman), by the Manchester Jewish Literary Society. 

The adjudicator, Mr. F. E. Doran, dealt exhaustively with each play. 
and reminded his hearers that the plan had not only to conform to the 
requirements of the stage as an art form but also to develop the purpose 
of the festival. It was edacative and propagandist, and consequently 
this festival was in a singular position as not being satisfied with drama 
alone but with tts application to life and living. Every play had Jewish 
interest, and thts carried a maximum of twenty marks. In his marking 
he had judged this question of “interest in terms of exposition of 
ideals. In “ Roots,” for instance, the idea of an heroic death by getting 
past an enemy was common to all peoples and was a stock situation of 
melodrama. In “And the People Cheer,” they saw more history than 
idealism. “But the Seventh Day” introduced a welcome note of 
comedy in a very sincere little play on the theme of keeping the 
Sabbath. Mr. Doran said that it was so difficult for a comedy to 
fulfil the festival requirements as well as a serious play, that the author 
(Mr. Joe Tawil) had done the festival a great service in having the 
courage to approach the problem in a vein of comedy, which was so 
salutary im these hard times. Mr. Emmanuel Levy's “ For all our Days ” 
open with a prologue and is then presented in three points in Time, 
Titus at the gates of Rome, the Middle Ages. and modern, during 
which Jewry is being attacked by opposing ideals to abandon its 
culture; force, kindness, and success are the alternatives, but when 
modern Democracy attacks the Jew the old loyalties return and once 
again the wanderings begin. Mr. Doran said this play gave inspiration 
to all and had vision and poetry. “ The Glory of Israel” was another 
story of personal heroism, full of excitement and theatrical meat. 
Sara helps the British as a spy, but she is discovered and tortured to 
death by the Turks. 

In the final adjudication, the shield, the premier trophy, was awarded 
to“ For all our Days,” the second award went to “ The Glory of Israel,” 
and the awards for plays in script, judged by Mr. and Mrs. Landa, were 
given to “ For all our Days” and “* But the Seventh Day.” 

Councillor A. Moss presented the awards and Mr. M. M. Fidler 
thanked the organisers. 


MEETING OF METHODIST MINISTERS 
Address by the Rey. J. Pereira-Mendoza 


Over a hundred Methodist Ministers of the Manchester district heard 
an address by the Rev. J. Pereira-Mendoza (of the Queen's Road 
Synagogue) on Friday afternoon, at the Albert Hall, Peter Street, on 
“ The Position of the Jew in the World To-day.” 

The Rev. Mr. Gimlett, who presided, expressed the sympathy of the 
representatives of their Church with the Jewish people suffering 
inhuman persecution. Persecution and intolerance were, he said, the 
complete negation of the teachings of Christianity. 

Mr. Mendoza gave a résumé of Jewish history and showed that, 
throughout the ages, the Jew had been faithful to a double. non- 
contradictory loyalty—to the religion of his fathers and the land of 
his residence. He stressed the fact that political intrigue and oppor- 
tunism were alien to the Jewish creed. In many lands, persecution 
had driven the Jews into oceupations not of their own choosing, and 
that had led to ignorance and prejudice against the Jew. The provision 
of a National Home for the Jewish people in Palestine was a paramount 
necessity. He appealed, in conclusion, for the active assistance of the 
Church in combating all forms of anti-Semitism. A discussion followed. 

Last week, Mr. Mendoza also spoke on “ The Jewish Religion ” 
at the Urmston Congregational Church, at the Rusholme Congrega- 
tional Church on “ Palestine and the Jews,” and on “ The Jewish People 
and their Faith” to the Manchester and District Fellowship of Youth 
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at the Church of Christ, Great Western Street. At the last meeting 
a collection was made on behalf of the Jewish refugees. 


The monthly meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians was held last 
week. with Mr. Nathan Laski, J.P.. in the Chair. He referred to the loss 
the Board had sustained by the death of Mr. Mark Rubin, whose generosity 
and public spirit had been of inestimable value to the Jewish Community 
and especially to its charitable institutions. Mr. J. Mamlock, the Treasurer, 
submitted the financial statement for February, which showed a deficit 
of £890. He reported that canvassing by members of the Board had -resulted 
in forty-six new subscribers being secured. The monthly reports showed 
that 346 cases had been relieved, at a cost of £901: and that the Medical 
Officer, Dr. R. Green, had attended to thirty-nine cases and paid forty-five 
visits to home patients. 


Members of the Liverpool Junior Zionist Association were the guests 
of the Manchester Jewish Study Circles Union on Sunday. Dr. L. W. 
Slotki. in welcoming the visitors, said he hoped that Liverpool would also 
establish Study Circles similar to the Manchester ones. Mr. J. J. Slotki 
presided, and other speakers were Messrs. S. Leboviiz (Liverpool) and L. 
}reedman (Manchester) A tea and dance followed. 

A general meeting of members of the Poale Zion was held last Saturday 
evening, when Mr. A. Richtiger (of London) gave a report of the work of 
the Central Committee and discussed the political situation.

THE POISON OF THE NAZI 
RELIG ON 


Germany the World Problem 


BY A JEW IN GERMANY 


I 

IN one of those concentration camps in which thousands of Jews, 
Catholics, Confessional Protestants, and political prisoners in general 
have been beaten, broken, and tortured to death—into which specially 
trained S.S. guards have introduced new methods of sadistic torture 
previously beyond the imagination—in one of those concentration 
camps in Sachsenhausen there is a little park to which the three 
thousand S.S. men serving there repair in the evenings, after their 
“hard work,” for recreation. In this park, the Commander-in-Chiet 
of the camp runs a little zoo. On the walls there is a notice: “ Please 
do not tease.” 

This picture has a parallel only in the modern history of the German 
people. A decree was issued on April 1, 1933, in which two laws 
were announced—the boveott of the Jews and the protection of animals. 

The world, and especially we Jews, have become accustomed to 
see Germany very largely with reference to anti-Semitism. After six 
vears’ rule by the Nazis, it is high time we saw the problem from 
a wider angle, that we realised its far greater importance by seeing 
it in its entirety. 

What actually is modern Germany? Why is it such an insoluble 
riddic? Is it the S.S. man on duty in a concentration camp, spending 
much of his time torturing his fellow-men with the utmost brutality 

is that modern Germany? Or is it that section of the population 
which gladly welcomed the laws for the protection of the animals? 
Who actually represents Germany? The gangs who set fire to the 
Synagogues on the night of November 9 m obediente to a “ spon- 
taneous ” order; the men who looted Jewish businesses and demolished 
Jewish houses? Or those who could be seen in the early hours of 
that day, crossing themselves as they passed the burning Synagogues 
and praying that God might not punish the German people for this 
outrage; the grief-stricken sympathisers who Visited Jewish homes with 
supplies of tood; those who secretly and silently pressed our hands 
m the streets? 


THE HERO AND THE HOOLIGAN 


In Sachsenhausen camp there is confined, in a solitary ceil, that justly 
famous and hero prisoner Niemdller. He is not allowed to talk 
lo anybody, nor to read nor write. He ts continually watched by 
an S.S. guard. Once a month, regularly, a document is presented to 
him to sign. Ht is an agreement that if he is released he will never 
again enter the pulpit. Once a month, with equal regularity, this 
dying but unbreakable man rejects this offer of * freedom ” according 
to Nazi standards, 

What ts the real Germany? This great, this heroic prisoner or the 
young lout who passes him an offer of so-called freedom on conditions 
of slavery? 

During the days of the November pogrom, the Minister of Dahlem 
Church, Niemdller’s deputy, preached a sermon to an overcrowded 
congregation. People were queuing up in hundreds outside the church. 
The sermon was reproduced in thousands of copies and passed from 
hand to hand. This is what he said: He was compelled to talk to the 
people as it was a Christian holiday, but he would rather be silent. as 
there was nothing else to be done in face of these events than be 
silent... . To be silent and be bitterly ashamed. * You are Christians.” 
he said. “Go and help these unfortunate creatures: take them bread 
and food and tell them that we, and not those outside. are the German 
people.” 

Who, then, is the real Germany? Is it the honest, pious Protestant 
pastor who, regardless of terrible risks, educates his community in 
Nremoller’s spirit of true religion? Is it the many thousands of 
Catholic priests who are imprisoned in the concentration camps for 
having denounced the wickedness of the regime from the pulpt? Or 
ts it the S.A. groups who placed the Jews against the wall in the little 
towns of Germany and shot them, or shot them down in the cellars 
of their own homes and demanded that their wives take an oath not 
to tell. 

How is it possible that a nation can reach the highest peak: of 
West European civilisation, proclaiming in its classic philosophy the 
ideas of eternal peace and the holiness of the human soul. and then 
suddenly sink down to such a state of complete degradation —how 
can this happen without there arising a German Zola to cry out in 
ine ears of an anxiously waiting world: J'accuse 


One way of answering all these questions, which are. in fact one 
single probiem, is by way of a parable taken from our ancient litera- 
ture. It is, indeed, to be found in many variations in the folk-lore 
of the Far East and of ancient Greece. 

The legend tells us that every people on earth has its own particular 
angel as its representative or ambassador in Heaven. Such an angel 
is called in‘Hebrew Sar Ha’umah, Prince of the Nation. If two peoples 
on earth make war upon each other, there is also war between their 
respective aigels in Heaven. 

Each of these Princes of the Nations is, so to speak, the embodiment 
of the idea of the people or nation he represents. These angels have 


considerable liberty, according to the legend, and may express freely 
the national aspirations of their peoples. But, at the same time, they 
are compelled, when ordered before the “ Throne of Glory,” to render 
a true account of what they have sought to do and done and of what 
they ought to have done but have not done. 

Should one of these angels ever have the desire to make himself 
independent and forget that he is responsible to God, who created and 
established him, Heaven sends down a rain which sucks the soul of 
the angel out of existence. In-other words, if the ideas of peoples and 
nations cease to be a means to the sublime end and develop as an end 
in themselves, seeking to evade obedience to the highest moral laws 
and ideals, then the world must fall into chaos if that process is no: 
arrested, 

This parable expresses briefly all that has happened during the pas‘ 
six years in Germany. The angel of the people, the Prince of the 
Nation, has made himself independent and has overlooked the fac 
that many ideas may be important, even necessary, but they must no: 
be clevated to equality with Divinity, the supreme ‘source of al! 
morality, 

The angel of Germany has appointed himself god. This is why the 
idea of nation, people, or race has developed into a psychologica' 
religion. We Jews are also a nation which has its angel in Heaven. 
But we are a nation which has never in all our history completely, 
forgotten that this angel is only an envoy received of God. We, in our 
three thousand years of history, have never ceased to believe that the 
world must be judged ultimately by the highest ideals of mankind, and 
moreover that mankind must always render account tn the end to the 
“Throne of Glory.” In the light of this, one understands why 
antagonism between the Germany of to-day and our old Jewish world 
is utterly and fundamentally inescapable. 

A terrible result is that there will soon be no bridge between the 
Germany of to-day and the civilised nations of Europe. By hammering 
into the German people from morning till night, during years and 
years of propaganda, that all universal moral and cultural ideas 
whereby the world has been guided for centuries are Mere invention. 
of Jews and international agitators, the Nazis have succeeded in a 
comparatively short time in liquidating the ethics to which the German 
people had been educated by such thinkers as Kant, Fichte, Hege!, 
and Nietzsche. 


A MORAL VACUUM 


But no people of the world can sustain a moral vacuum. Nazi 
propaganda has skilfully managed to implant in those empty areas 
in the German people's mind the ideas of nation, people, state, and 
race. With such amazing vigour have the Nazis pushed these notions 
that they have succeeded in establishing these national ideas no! 
merely as part of but in the place of international morality. To prevent 
the German people from noticing this gigantic revolution, this ruthless 
transvaluation of values, these revolutionary ideas themselves were 
elevated to the level of a god, ruling everything, directing everything. 
shaping the lives and souls of the German people from morning till 
night. 

* The representatives of the National Socialist Party,” said Hitler 
in a reeent speech in the Reichstag, “ have certainly shown great human 
failings here and there.” But he proceeds to forgive them all thei: 
misdeeds providing they have never sinned by wavering from the 
National Socialist idea. And this idea, it must be remembered, is a 
pagan conception devoid of all moral content. The struggle of the 
new Germany against the Church ts not being delayed over any matter 
of principle; tt is merely a question of political tactics. The Catholic 
Church will follow the Jews on the persecution rota, and the Protest- 
ants will follow the Catholics. Everyone who knows Germany knows 
that it cannot be otherwise if the regime is to survive. A movement 
that knows only a single idea, namely, that of the nation dragooned 
into rigid untformity, simply cannot tolerate the utterance of critical 
remarks even from quarters which do not rule and never can rule 
in Germany: from the religious groups. As the State is authoritarian 
and culming‘es. in a single “ Fiihrer™” who, in the opinion of the 
people, is infallible, this alone is sufficient reason why, in the view of 
the vital interests of this regime, no second authority can be tolerated. 
The angel has made himself independent in Heaven and has set himself 
up on the Throne of Glory. Nietzsche once said that he had killed 
God; though actually he admitted God by many moral and ethical 
back doors. Hitler has really killed God for Germany. 

Bearing this in mind, one can understand certain movements which 
people outside Germany simply cannot grasp. It is wrong to say that 
there is no morality in Germany. There is a morality, but it is like 
the present regime—authoritarian and National Socialist. Ideas such 
as good and evil, which have been the pillars of human civilisation 
lor centuries, have come down to the formula: Good is what serves 
the people, evil is what harms them. In Germany, the slogan can often 
be heard: Europe, awake! There is a terrible truth in these two words. 
Europe is not yet awake to the fact that this Germany of to-day 
quite apart from the Jewish question—is destroying the morality of 
the world, is pulling mankind from the peaks which it has scaled 
to fall into the misery of medieval darkness. 


AWAKENING THE WORLD 


It is high time that the Jews in the demoeratic countries. together 
with the non-Jewish forces of light, should draw the attention of the 
world and of the responsible statesmen to this terrible danger. 

Those who see clearly are already aware of it. To-morrow, 
however, there will be no: bridge between civilisation and Germany. 
Had the world recognised all this in 1933, the map of Europe would 
be different to-day, the influence of England and France in the world 
would be different, and the Jewish question would never have become 
so acute. There would have been no refugée problem to-day if the

POPE PIUS XII 


Democracies Applaud Cardinals’ Choice 


WHEN NAZIS ATTACKED MGR. PACELLI 


Cardinal Pacelli’s election as Pope in succession to Pius XI has 
evoked general approval in the democratic countries, where it is 
believed that he will follow closely in the footsteps of Pius XI and 
continue the stand against totalitarian attacks on the Church. 

Among the congratulations received are messages from the Anglo- 
Jewish Community, the Synagogue Council of America, the Canadian 
Jewish Congress, and the Polish Rabbinical Council. : 

It is widely recalled that the new Pope has shown himself in the 
past to have shared Pius XI's hostility to Nazi paganism and racialism. 
Speaking at Lourdes in 1935, Cardinal Pacelli attacked the “ enemies of 
the Cross *’ who, “ claiming to preach a new wisdom, are in fact merely 
pitiable plagiarists, dressing up ancient errors afresh.” It served them 
nothing, he added, that they crowded round the banners of social 
revolution, since they were misled by a false conception of the world 
and of life. Whether they were obsessed with the superstition of blood 
or with that of race, both philosophies ran counter to the funda- 
mentals of Christian belief. In no circumstances could the Church go 
with them on those principles. 

fhe Nazis in Germany appear to have been taken by surprise, and 
their attitude towards the new Pope has not yet been defined. The 
NATIONAL ZEITUNG, Of Essen, writes guardedly that the influence of 
the new Pope on the German episcopate would be very great. He was 
“an exceptionally clever man, and one who was experienced and 
capable in the ways of Vatican diplomacy.” In Germany, people 
were too much inclined to regard foreign statesmen as either “ anti- 
German” or “ pro-German.” This habit usually resulted in a false 
impression being given. The Pope's interests in Germany must be of a 
purely spiritual nature. 

The DatLy TELEGRAPH AND MorninG Post quotes one Wilhelmstrasse 
spokesman as saying that Germany would “ wait and see” what the 
policy of the Pope would be before adopting any particular attitude 
towards him, 

It is interesting to recall, however, that not very long ago, on 
January 22, the VoeELKISCHER BrospAcHTER published pictures ot 
Cardinal Pacelli and other Church dignitaries beneath a collective 
heading of “Agitators in the Vatican against Fascism and National 
Socialism,” and the caption under the Pacelli picture described him as 
a “ friend of the French Freemasons.” | 

The ANGRIFF suggests hopefully that Pius XII may modify -his 
opinions following his election, and that his present supporters may Qnd 
themselves disillusioned. 


NAZIS CONSCRIPT JEWISH LABOUR 
Official Order to Employers 


TO BE GIVEN WORK * AS SOON AS POSSIBLE” 


German Jews who are unemployed as a result of the Nazi purge of 
industry and the professions are to be conscripted for manual labour. 
This announcement, which gives an administrative basis to a process 
which has been going on. for some months, is contained in a circular 
sent to Chambers of Commerce by Dr. Syrup, the President of the 
Reich Labour Bureau. 

Dr. Syrup states that the Reich has no interest in leaving unused the 
labour power. represented by employable unemployed Jews and in 
having possibly to support them from public money without getting 
anything in return. The effort is to be made, therefore, to give the 
Jews employment as quickly as possible, so that a further amount ol 
German labour may be released for urgent undertakings of national 
importance. 

The Jews are to be put to work in factories and on building and 
improvement schemes, but are to be isolated from German employees. 
(he chambers are requested to urge their members to prepare work 
for Jews, and are assured that the Government will see to it that 
neither the business man nor his business will suffer any disadvantage 
from employing Jews. This order, Dr. Syrup concludes, was issued 
with the express permission of Field-Marshal Goring, Commissioner 
for the Four-Year Plan. Herr Hess had been asked to explain it to 
the National Socialist Party and its organisations. 

It is reported from Berlin that the period in which Jews must hand over 
their jewels and other valuables for compulsory sale to the State has been 
prolonged until the end of this month. Jews will be allowed to keep 
their wedding rings, silver watches, two sets of table silver, and gold and 
platinum stoppings in their teeth. 

An order issued in Austria debars Jews of German citizenship of 
Stateless Jews from the railway dining and sleeping cars of the Mitropa 
Company. 

In many towns, the police have begun to check the correspondence of 
Jews and Jewesses to see whether they sign their letters with their additional 
names, “Israel” and “Sarah.” and many persons who failed to use their 
new names have been fined or imprisoned. 

Herr Robert Stricker, the well-known Zionist, has been released from the 
Dachau concentration camp and is to leave shortly for Palestine, reports 
the Jewish Telegraphic Agency.

POLAND TO FORBID SHECHITA 


Total Ban Within Four Years 
GRAVE BLOW TO JEWS AND PEASANTS 


[From our Correspondent—WarRSAW] 


From January, 1943, Shechita is to be completely banned in Poland. 
This decision has been reached by the Sejm Administrative Committee, 
and is considered certain to obtain the support of the Sejm itself. So 
far, Shechita has been only subject to certain restrictions in Poland. 

It is notable that the present decision was taken in the presence 
of the Minister for Agriculture and high officials of the Ministry for 
Education and Religion, who, in contrast to previous occasions, did 
not attempt to oppose the measure. When the previous anti-Shechita 
Bill came up for discussion in 1936, the Minister for Education opposed 
it strongly as being unconstitutional and a violation of the freedom 
of religion; and the Minister for Agriculture described it as a danger 
to the agricultural classes and likely to result in a drop in the con- 
sumption of meat. This time, the argument that the measure was 
against the Constitution was voiced only by the Jewish Deputies, 

This fact gives a glimpse into the real trend of anti-Jewish policy 
M. Dudzinski, the Bill's sponsor, 
demanded that it become operative within a short time, but the 
Minister for Agriculture was able to obtain a short respite by arguing 
that the shock caused to the meat market and cattle producers would 
be too violent if the law became binding at once. And so a three- 
year period was fixed to enable the market to “ adjust itself,” and the 
abolition of Shechita will be brought about by stages. 

The present decision was taken, as most of its supporters frankly 
admut, not for the “ humane” reasons put forward by the anti-Semites 
two years ago, nor was it passed merely for economic reasons, . It 
was done to add to the number of vexatious anti-Jewish restrictions, 
direct and indirect, and to demonstrate the anti-Jewish sympathies of 
the rulers. 

Economically, the restriction on ritual slaughter hitherto has shown 
that great harm has resulted for the Polish peasant cattle breeders 
as well as for the Jews. .The consumption of meat has fallen con- 
siderably, and with it the prices for non-ritually slaughtered meat: 
and this has added w the great hardships already endured by the 
peasants, who now get very little from the production of corn and 
have to depend to a larger extent than before on income from cattle 
and other sources. Moreover, it is precisely the smaller cattle breeder 
——the poorer peasant—who is suffering from the effects of Shechita 
restriction and will be among the first to suffer from complete pro- 
hibition. But to this all the anti-Semitic legislators are blinded by their 
attitude: towards the Jews, who will be the first to be affected by the 
measure morally and materially, as thousands of new victims will 
lose all possibility of earning a livelihood. The Association of Polish 
Rabbis has called an emergency Meeting to discuss the situation. 


Jews were attacked and many of them injured during rioting in Rypin, 
Western Poland. Strong police forces were sent to the town to re-establish 
order, In Vilno, Jews were also attacked and six of them injured. There 
were a number of arrests. 


‘* NUREMBERG LAWS” ON THE WAY 


Czecho-Slovakia’s Fatal Decline 


The Jew-laws which the Government proposes to introduce are still 
being prepared, but in the meantime restrictions are being increasingly 
placed on Jewish existence by administrative means. The Union of 
Young Hospital Doctors has proclaimed a numerus clausus, and the 
Chamber of Engineering, at its recent elections, turned down all Jews. 

The pace-makers in the campaign—the Czech Fascists—have been 
attacking Jewish shops and distributing leaflets praising the Nazi Jew- 
baiters. On Tuesday, an explosion occurred in the Jewish cemetery 
in Pilsen, and the bodies of two men, who are thought to have been 
killed by the premature explosion of a time bomb, were found there. 
One of the men was a M. Staral, a member of the staff of an anti- 
Jewish newspaper. | 

In Slovakia, where the anti-Semites are even more arrogant, riots 
on a large scale broke out on Saturday. In Pistany, Hlinka Guards 
smashed Jewish shop windows and attacked Jews and Catholics, and 
police reinforcements had to be sent for. Relations with the Prague 
Government have become very strained of late, and there is much talk 
of secession. The Slovak Cabinet has been negotiating with the Nazis 
over the head of the central authorities, and German influence is 
evident everywhere.

500 JEWS DEPORTED FROM DANZIG 


A Voyage Into the Unknown 


A first batch of Danaig Jewish deportees, numbering 427 men. 
women, and children, were expelled from the Free City Jast Friday. 
Their destination is unknown, except to the Nazis. .None of them 
was allowed to take any money or belongings, apart from a small 
bundle of food and clothing. Everything*else was left behind as 
Nazi spoils.

ANTI-SEMITISM IS DEAD—LONG LIVE 
THE JEWISH QUESTION! 


A “ghetto representative body” for their 900,000 Jewish subjects 
is to be established by the Rumanian Government. The object of th: 
step, according to the Jewish Telegraphic Agency, is to provide 
substitute for the political rights of which the Jews have been deprived 
including the right to elect or be elected to Parliament, now accorde 
only to members of the judenrein National Renaissance Front. 

The Agency was informed that the Government would soon open 
negotiations with Jewish leaders with a view to giving the Jewish pop 
lation an opportunity of taking an active part in all measures con 
cerning the solution of the Jewish problem in Rumania, as well as in 
deijining the legal rights of Jews recognised as Rumantan citizens, 

The revision of Jewish citizenship is due to conclude im three weeks 
time. and the number of Jews to be deprived of their nationality |. 
expected to reach about 150,000, These “stateless” Jews will hav: 
to be supported by the rest. of the Jewish population pending thei: 
emigration. “ Liberal treatment ™ is promised to the remaining 750,000) 
Rumanian Jews, but it is thought that they will be excluded from 
certain professions and that measures will be taken to reduce the 
“economic influence.” 

“Anti-Semitism no longes exists in Rumania,” the J.7.A. was told 
“but a Jewish question. still exists, and this question will be solved 
by the present Government in a legal and in a logical. way in the 
interests of the country as well as of those Jews who are recognised a» 
citizens. In no circumstances will violence be permitied as in -the 
days of the Goga regime.” 

Emigration Discussions 

Whether the Jews will agree to accept the Government's proposal 
for a special Jewish representative body remains to be seen. To the 
suggestions made by the Geyernment that the Ilews should organise 
an Emigration Council to. sponsor organised emigration the Jewish 
leaders are said to be ready to agree only i. the Government reduces 
its demand for annual emigration figures during the next three years 
from 50,000 to 7,500, to balance the Jewish birth-rate. The Jews 
are also. urging that the Government contribute 350,000,000 fet to a 
fund to assist emigrants, who should be given free transportation on 
Rumanian railways and steamers; that the Government assist in the 
training of prospective emigrants: and that the National Bank 
co-operate in facilitating the transfer of the emigrants’ capital. A 
further démand ts that the Government restore citizenship to wounded 
and decorated ex-Servicemen and to widows and orphans of war dead, 
as well as to Jewish families who have lived in Rumania for centuries. 

Should these conditions be accepted, the Jewish leaders agree to 
establish an Emigration Council composed of Zionists, non-Zionists, 
and representatives of interested foreign Jewish organisations. 

It is believed that while not all the Jewish conditions are acceptable 
to the Government, the principle of the Government's participation in 
the costs of Jewish emigration is recognised as justified. The Govern- 
ment may also be willing to meet the demand for free transport. 

In the meantime, the Government is said to have already worked out, 
in collaboration with other Powers [Poland?], a plan for mass 
colonisation in a territory outside Palestine. 


PITIFUL SCENES IN CONSTANZA 
Hundreds of Would-be Emigrants ae 


With the intensification of the Rumanian Government's drive to 
organise Jewish emigration, Constanza, the port oh the Black Sea, is 
assuming the aspect of a refugee camp. Hundreds of young Jews, men 
and women, stand in long queues in front of the travel bureaux, which 
are reaping an abundant harvest from the precarious position of 
Rumanian Jews, especially of those who have’ been-deprived of their 
citizenship. Hosts of young people from all pasts of the country walk 
the streets without overcoats, which they have had to pawn. The loca! 
authorities are doing theit best to help them in régainifig’ at least part 
of the fare they have paid to travel agents who lured them on with 
attractive reports of emigration possibilities. 

The local Jewish Gommunity, faced with the problem“of this army 
of hungry and desperate would-be emigrants, has issued a warning to 
the Jews aot to allow themselves to be misled by false promises of 
easy immigration anto various overseas countries. “ The youth,” it 
is declared, “ must especially be warned that unless they possess the 


necessary legal documents and sufficient cupital it is worse.than. useless 
for them to proceed to Constanza.”

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. DEATH OF MIRON CHRISTEA 
Civilised ” Anti-Semitism 


The death occurred this week of Patriarch Miron Christea, the 
Rumanian Prime Minister. He is succeeded as Prime Minister by 
M. Calinescu, the former Minister of the Interior. 

When Miron Christea was appointed to his office almost exactly 
a year ago, following the fall of the Goga Government, the Jews feared 
that the change-over would mean a continuation, although in a some- 
what attenuated form, of Goga’s anti-Jewish policy, for the Patriarch 
had long been notorious for his anti-Semitic sentiments. The Jews’ 
fears proved to be well-founded, and official anti-Semitism, although 
deprived of its former violence, has persisted. The denationalisation 
of the Jews has been quietly but steadily carried forward, and during 
recent months a drive for Jewish emigration has been increasingly 
marked. With this drive the late Prime Minister openly associated 
himself, while adding that in pursuing its policy the Government would 
use “ civilised methods,” 

During his period of office as Minister of the Interior. Mr. Calinescu 
introduced special identity certificates for denationalised Jews to show 
that their holders were no longer regarded as Rumanian citizens. but 
were merely granted the right of asylum. Last month, he announced 


that plans were being prepared for the limitation of Jewish participation 
in trade and industry. 


The High Court has reinstated all the Jewish lawyers in the province of 
Bucharest who were expelled from the Bar pending the revision of their 
citizenships. 


MR. ROOSEVELT’S DEMOCRATIC FAITH 
** No Encouragement for Persecutors ”’ 


Addressing Congress on Saturday, President Roosevelt spoke of the 
yast chasm between America’s representative democracy and those 
reversions to personal rule which had characterised recent years. He 
denounced processes of trial and punishment which had of late 


reincarnated the “ justice ” of the Dark Ages, and the taking of private | 


property without due compensation, 

“ To-day, with many other democracies, the United States will give 
no encouragement,” the President declared, “to the belief that our 
processes are outworn or that we will approvingly watch the return 
of forms of government which for 2,000 years have proved their 
tyranny and instability alike. . . . Shall we, by our passiveness, by our 
silence, by assuming the attitude of the Levite who pulled his skirts 
together and passed by on the other side, lend encouragement to those 
who to-day persecute religion or deny it?” he asked. “ The answer 
to that 1s *“ No,’ just as in the days of the first Congress of the United 
States it was * No.’ ” 

On Monday, the President declared that he was proud to receive a 
medal presented to him by the AMERICAN HesrRew for his work in 
bringing about better understanding between Jews and Christians. The 
President referred to the common heritage of the Old Testament, and 
praised the American theory that “ every man has an inalienable right 
to worship God according to the dictates of his own conscience.” 

In view of the President's forthright utterances, it is not surprising 
to learn that the Nazi DipLOMATISCHE KORRESPONDENZ this week asserts 
that an unbridgable gulf separates the world of Roosevelt from that of 
Hitler and Mussolini. 


Splendid work is ‘being done in Los Angeles to promote Christian-Jewish 
understanding by the University Religious Conference, a large body made up 
of members of numerous religious denominations. One of the original 
organisers is Rabbi Edgar Magnin. and the Executive Committee is com- 
posed of the leaders of the local religious communities. The conference 
building includes a Jewish library, which is used by Jewish and non-Jewish 
students alike. The Jewish section regularly holds a Seder Service at 
Passover to which non-Jews are invited. 


FRENCH CHIEF RABBI RETIRES 
Dr. Levi's Distinguished Career 


{From our Correspondent—Paris] 


It is announced that Grand Rabbin Israel Lévi, the spiritual head 
of the Jewish Community in France and Algeria, has retired. The 
Central Jewish Consistory is due to 
assemble to elect his successor this week. 

For some time past it was believed that 
Chief Rabbi Lévi's state of health and 
his great age (he is eighty-two) would not 
permit him to continue in office for much 
longer in the present difficult period. He 
has led a retired life in recent years, his 
place being often taken by Grand Rabbin 
Julien Weill, Chief Rabbi of Paris. Never- 
theless, the news of his resignation came 
rather unexpectedly to the Community, 
though not to circles closely connected 
with the Consistoire. 

Grand Rabbin Lévi is a son-in-law of 
the late Grand Rabbin Zadok-Kahn, and 
a brother-in-law of Grand Rabbin Julien 

GRAND RABBIN ISRAEL Levi Weill. Before holding his present office, 

: he was Chief Rabbi in Lyons, and has had 
a distinguished career. He is an outstanding scholar and has occupied 
the post of Professor of Talmudic and Rabbinical Judaism at the 
Sorbonne. In 1921, he was appointed Chevalier of the Legion of 
Honour for his work for war-orphans, and in the same year he visited 
England and preached at the New West End Synagogue in connection 
with Verdun Day. He is a member of the governing body of the 
Institute of Jewish Studies of the Hebrew University in Jerusalem.

world in 1933 had declared that the fundamental moral ideas of 
civilisation could not permit that men be beaten to death in Europe 
of the twentieth century; if it had declared, not for philo-Semitic but 
for general humane reasons, that it could not stand idly by while the 
horrors of persecution were being perpetrated; if it had announced that 
for every German citizen driven out of Germany to become a refugee 
a German resident abroad would be driven back to Germany. If this 
had happened, we would’ not now be compelled, helpless, to watch 
the misery of thousands, from whom everything has been stripped. 
driven in daily herds to leave their native country. Germany was then 
weak politically and economically. Ut needed friends urgently and was 
dependent on every small sympathy from. abroad. Had the world. 
1933, stood up like men, neither’ the occupation of the 
Rhineland nor the rape of Austria nor the seizure of the Sudetenland 
would have been possible. There would be probably a Jewish problem 
in the world even so, but its particularly tragic aspect would have 
been avoided. 

But the world replied with humanitarian help. It meant honestly and 
well by the Jews when it helped us to freedom, and the Jews will 
always feel deep gratitude. But this cannot prevent us from saying 
that, from the point of view of history, the most gigantic failure o! 
this era was when the civilised world replied to the Nazi challenge 
with humanitarian care for its victims instead of with political action 
against the victimisers. To-day it is too late to do many things. To-da) 
we have already sunk so low that we do rot even notice the moral 
absurdity of thirty-two great nations of the world sending Mr. Rubice 
to Berlin to negotiate with the Nazi Government concerning how ten 
or twenty per cent. of Jewish property may be left for the poor 
emigrants. Nobody even mentions the fact that the remaining cight\ 
per cent. has been literally, stolen by the Nazi thieves. This show> 
how accustomed we have become to monstrous immorality. 

Thirty-two rations met in Evian to help the refugees, starting from 
the now accepted basis that the emigration of these people is a decided 
and unalterable fact. Yet the voice of Europe, represented in Evian. 
was hot even once heard protesting against this barbarism. All negotia- 
tions with the Third Reich during the past six years have started by 
accepting as the basic condition that the Jews must be driven out into 
the world, no matter how and where. This fact will have a lurid 
meaning for the history of the future. 

_ History will give no testimonial, no moral approval to our genera- 
tion. Our grandsons will be unable to understand how a world could 
sit down and negotiate with Nazi Germany. “ Europe, Awake,” crie> 
the STUERMER in Nuremberg every week.

SHECHITA BOARD ANNUAL MEETING 
Plans for New Poultry Yard 


[From our Correspondent} 


The annual meeting of the Shechita Board was held last weck at §. 
Oxford Street. Mr. B. T. Globe, who presided, said that three points 
in particular had engaged the attention of the Board during the year. 
They were finance, the new poultry yard, and the tax imposed for 
the benefit of German-Jewish refugees on Merseyside. With regard 
to the first, the Board's activities over the twelve months under review 
had enabled them to place the sum of £632 towards the charity distribu- 
tion account. A large proportion of that amount had been allocated 
to various local charitable objects, but further funds still remained 
to be distributed. Their efforts in connection with the building of 
a new poultry yard had reached a decisive stage, and the plans were 
in the hands of the Corporation. 

Mr. Globe gave a résumé of the negotiations with regard to the 
tax on meat in aid of German-Jewish refugees, and reported that 
4a temporary agreement had been reached with the licensed retail 
butchers by which they would pay the surcharge and levy a special 
tax of one halfpenny per pound on meat to their clients. He appealed 
for the co-operation of the butchers. In analysing Shechita figures 
for 1938, the Chairman expressed gratification at the increase reported 
for London, but deplored the comparative reduction in local 
Shechita and poultry. He thanked his colleagues on the Executive 
and Council for their valuable co-operation. The financial statement 
was submitted by the Treasurer, Mr. M. J. Glassman, and adopted, 
together with the Chairman's report. The following were re-elected :

Aid For German Jewish Women and Children 
ELISABETH BERGNER’S INSPIRING CALL 


A reception, organised by the local branch of the Committee, was 
held last week at Reece's Restaurant to meet Mrs. Anthony de Roth- 
schiid and Miss Elisabeth Bergner. Over 300 guests were present. 
Professor Henry Cohen, who presided, said that although they had 
met primarily for the alleviation of sutlering, there was at stake an 
even more fundamental principle. [hat was whether, in the end, there 
should triumph bestial tyranny or the the eternal values of truth, 
beauty, and goodness. He paid.a tribute to the Rothschild family, who, 
he said, had dedicated themselves to the service of their people and 
their country, and to Miss Bergner, who had thrown herself heart and 
soul into the work of alleviating the distress of her people. 

Miss Bergner said, in a moving address, that they were united 
by a cause which was not charity but was for all who lived to-day a 
matter of self-defence and self-preservation. They all knew, continued 
Miss Bergner, the great dangers of evil in its infectious spread and its 
cheap temptations, and they had to demonstrate that good alone must 
be the prevailing force. They had a mission to fulfil. Their readiness 
to sacrifice, to contribute immediately and generously with all their 
strength and means would be the great proof that they were the stronger 
in the battle and that they had a right to survive it. In that task, 
everybody, regardless of creed or race, was fully and equally respon- 


sible before God, but it was for the Jews themselves to take the lead 


in sacrifice.

As it was, he must be 
regarded as extremely fortunate to have earned the referee's verdict on 
points over an old opponent of his Norman Snow. In my opinion, even 
a draw would have been an injustice to Snow. After seeming to show 
a wholesome respect for each other, Mizler showed us his left hand, which 
had something of his old brilliance about it. He followed this up by 
a right cross which he only rarely used, a mistake in tactics that | could 
not understand. *In the second, Mizler was rushed into a corner with Snow 
in close attendance. intent on keeping him there. Mizler. however. managed 
to steer clear of serious trouble. In the middle rounds, Snow took the 
initiative, fighting at close quarters. where Mizlers weakness was apparent 
Snow, who displayed a non-stop brand of aggression and generally landed 
first. had much the better of the in-fighting, and his rough and ready 
style of fighting caught the eve more than the attempts of Mizler to box 
in orthodox style. Only in the closing rounds did the’ former light-weight 
champion meet with some success. yet it came as a great surprise when he 
was declared a points victor, a verdict that met with a great ceal ol 
dissension.

formation of the movement.

as a principle of policy for conveners the establishment of contact with all 
other organisations doing similar work, both local and national.

Y.I. GOES IN FOR HISTORY

About 3,500 pupils and -parents attended a Girls’ Purim Festiva’, 
arranged by the London Organising Couneil for Jewish Education last 
Sunday at the Troxy Cinema, Commercial Road (by courtesy of Mr. 
Philip Hyams and the Directors of Gaumont Super Cinemas, Ltd,). 
The organisers were Dr. J. F. Midloursky and Miss Kate Rose. Dr. 
Israel Feldman. the Chairman ‘of the London Organising Council, 
presided. 


The behaviour of the vast assembly of children throughout the proceed- 
ings was exemplary, and they were complimented on it by the speakers. 
The manager of the cinema. Mr. Cheepen, said they had not givea the staff 
any trouble. 

The Chairman asked the children whether thev were enrolled for regular 
attendance at some Hebrew and religion class. It did not matter whether it 
was in connection with their day school or their Synago2ue, or in connection 
with Talmud Torah Classes, or whether they were receiving some lessons 
which their parents were providing for them privately. If there were any 
girls in that audience who were not attending any Hebrew or religion class. 
he asked them to put their names and addresses on the cards provided, and 
the organisers of the London Council for Jewish Education would sze to it 
that they received that instruction. 

An interesting programme was provided, including songs by the Central 
Habonim Choir. and the massed choir of the Jeas Free and the Stepney 
Jewish Girls’ Schools: the playlets “The Rose of Shushan,” by the Jews’ 
Free Girls School, and “ The Call of Moses.” by the Old Ford Synagogue 
Classes: Zemirot by the J.R.E.B. Sabbath School, and Hebrew items 
by the Stamford Hill Talmud Torah. The Palestine film’ The Land of 
Promise” was shown also. The pupils of the Jews’ Free School were unable 
to present their play in costume as the L.C.C. regulations do not permit 
costume plays on Sundays.

ART NOTES 


RECENT WORKS OF PICASSO 
As Stimulating as Ever 


Whether the artist creates the age or the age throws up the artist 
is a point never yet settled. But the restlessness, the energy, the 
continual change in the work of Picasso is surely a reflection of our 
century. He is the most inventive painter alive. Although this kink 
in his mental make-up, this itch to experiment, prevents him from 
creating that ultimate static beauty that a Titiaa or even as turbulent 
a painter as El Greco gave us, he flings us such a living beauty that we 
cannot but be grateful. 

Picasso is like a tonic—to the nerves, the eyes, the soul even. He 
braces. He makes one see with new eyes and feel with new feelings. 
Even at his most trivial, even when he is vulgar or crude, or when he 
seems to paint (as every artist occasionally must) with his tongue in 
his cheek or his eye on the clock or his mind on the profit, he is 
stimulating. He can no more help creating something new and exciting 
each time he starts painting a picture than a bulb can help pushing 
its leaves up into the spring sunshine. 

Do not miss this latest exhibition at Rosenberg and Helft’s. There 
is something in it of the element of spring, although the subjects are 
mainly still-lifes. Look at “ Vase et Téte devant la Fenétre,’ “ Le 
Pigeon,” and numbers nine and six. In these pictures particularly, 
there is a crispness, a fresh loveliness that evokes the feeling of a spring 
morning. “Livre Ouvert et Lampe” is a composition in a completely 
different mood, but very beautiful. “ Femme assise devant un Miroir ” 
is the largest picture in the exhibition. It is as if someone had taken 
a good small picture of Picasso’s and projected it on an enormous 
screen. There seems no reason why it should be so large, it loses both 
in cohesion and intensity. 


THE FRENCH GALLERY 


The exhibition of the work of Scottish artists at the French Gallery 
is very mixed. There are a large number of rather inferior paintings, 
but amongst the highland woolly cattle, the sunsets, and the castles 
on the lochs, all executed in the best romantic nineteenth-century vein, 
there is a sensitive water-colour by that rather surprisingly good painter 
W. McTaggart, R.S.A., called “ Brambly Braes,” and a couple of 
amusing small pictures by FE. Nicol, A.R.A., R.S.A. These are 
“ Rejected” and “ Village Politicians.” Nicol was a kind of minor 
Scottish Rowlandson. The latter picture, painted in Ireland, where he 
spent a great deal of his time, has a certain charming quality of colour 
as well as being an amusing comment on Irish village life 


A CLEVER NEW ARTIST 


John Lake ts holding his first exhibition of paintings at the Mayor 
Gallery in Cork Street. They are all large gouache or water-colour 
landscapes (except for one drawing of a nude), and I find them all 
immensely clever. Mr. Lake has found a style to suit the hot southern 
French scene and his own impulsive reactions. 

A connoisseur once said to me: “ Unless I can have a masterpiece, 
| prefer the pictures of an intelligent stammerer to those of the slick 
and fluent orator.” And I feel that although Mr. Lake achieves quite 
lovely results, I find myself wishing he was not quite so sure of himsell. 
Perhaps it is mean to cavil when one is confronted with a certain 
perfection. Perhaps I am at fault to feel a little uncomfortable in the 
presence of so much that one looks for in a picture. For Mr. Lake 
certainly has a personal vision and attains, at umes, a pulsating beauty. 
| like best “ Near St. Cyr,” an intricate composition beautifully built 
up; “Les Leeques Bay,” with an amazingly lovely opalescent sea: 
* Stormy Day,” with its dark sky heightening the jewel-like effect of 
the earth; and the two pictures “ Private Road,” with the rich, hot sun 
of the south piercing the foliage of trees and shrubs making the sub- 
dued light beneath it glow and scintillate.

GREAT -SYNAGOGUE GUILD 
Mr. Mendelowitch Criticises the Ministry 


In the absence, last Sunday evening, of Professor S. Brodetsky, who was 
‘oO have lectured on “ Palestine.’ Mr. J. Mendelowitch, the Hon. Secretar) 
of the Guild, opened a debate on “Current Events.’ The Rev. H. 
Mayerowitsch presided. 

Mr. Mendelowitch referred to a letter in THe Jewish CHRONICLE 
mentioning the growing number of people who had/ little faith in the 
ministry. He thought the crux of the matter lay ip the fact that their 
Ministers did not do the parish work they ought to/do. Of course there 
vere exceptions. Jews’ College had possessed, and Mill possessed, excellent 
leachers, but the right type of student did not go there for training. 
\s the United Synagogue paid a substantial contribution to the 
College, he suggested that the report of the Curriculum Committee 
he sent to every member of the United Synagogue Council, and then 
« special conference should be called, consisting of delegates from the 
United Synagogue (not those already represented on the College Council) 
«nd others interested in the welfare of the College, to consider its future. 
He also asked for the appointment of a publicity officer for the College. 
More District Rabbis should be appointed throughout London and the 
Provinces. There ought to be a Chief Rabbinate Board, consisting of these 
District Rabbis. the Dayanim, and representatives from the Provinces 
‘nd Overseas, who could assist the Chief Rabbi. Mr. Mendelowitch also 
\rged the appointment of a spiritual leader in East London, and contended 
that that was part and parcel of the work of Jewish Defence. 
_In the course of the discussion, reference was made to the broadening 
line of demarcation between Ministers and Chazanim. Closer working 
oan between Jews’ College and the Yeshiva Etz Chaim was also 


Investments and Securities 


There has been a definite and most encouraging expansion of 
business in stock markets recently. For the first time for a long period 
the investing public appears to be taking an active interest in develop- 
ments, and brokers are finding many small buying orders, particularly 
for industrial issues. It has been said on many occasions that any 
expansion of demand would find little stock available at current levels, 
and this has proved to be the case. Almost throughout markets 
quotations have been marked up sharply. The result is that now markets 
present a more normal appearance than for a long time. Dealing 
is more free and jobbers are once again able to make “close” prices 
on a commercial basis, The movement had been general in industrial 
issues, and railway stocks also have continued to rise as confidence 
grows in the trade outlook. Oil shares have been-active, and though 
the mining sections are as yet not active prices there are also better 
and there are signs of widening interest. Such a recovery has been 
due in markets for some time. It needed only the absence of unfavour- 
able political developments for a time to get under way, and that is 
what has happened in recent weeks. Provided the political horizon 
remains reasonably clear, there is every reason to expect the movement 
to go further, 


HEAVY INDUSTRY PROFITS 


The iron and steel market has been stimulated by several factors 
recently. The outlook is regarded favourably. Sir Ronald Matthews, 
at the recent L.N.E. Railway meeting, said that he anticipated a sub- 
stantial increase in iron and steel production in the coming year. In 
addition, despite the less favourable conditions in some respects which 
existed last year, the reports now coming forward make a very good 
showing. Hadfields, Ltd.. for instance, has announced profits of 
£278,405 for 1938, against £269,040 previously, and the year’s distribu- 
tion is maintained at 22} per cent. Baldwins, Ltd., although profits, 
after depreciation, interest, and taxation, are lower at £306,146, against 
+405,473, is maintaining the dividend at 10 per cent., as for two years 
previously. Particularly good results come from shipbuilding com- 
panies. Cammell Laird shows profits of £253,907, against £223,707, and 
the dividend is 10 per cent., against 8} per cent. Another ship- 
building concern, Swan Hunter and Wigham Richardson, Ltd., 
announces a final dividend for 1938 of 8 per cent., to make 12 per cent., 
against 9 per cent. for the year. 


INSURANCE RECORDS 
The Standard Life Assurance Co., in its report for the year to 
November 15 last, is again able to show record business. The total 
net amount of new life assurances effected during the year was 
£6,466,259, compared with £5,129,974 in the previous year. An out- 
standing feature of this expansion is the contribution made by group 
life assurance, which was more than doubled at £1,816,720, against

COMPANY MEETING 


METROPOLITAN ELECTRIC SUPPLY COMPANY 
A YEAR OF STEADY PROGRESS 


The filty-second oidinary general mecting of t:ec Metropolitan Electric Supply 
Co. Ltd., was held on March 7, at Winchester House, Old Broad Street, 
London, E.C, 

Mr. George Balfour, -.M_P., the Chairman, said he was sure the accounts presented 
would be accepted by the shareholders as satisfactory and reflecti’g cre it on all 
the Executive and staff. Each succeeding year required more effort and imposed a 
greater strain in meeting the exacting demands of continually improving their 
services and en. ecavourimng to reduce charges. 

At intervals during the last few years he had referred to the anomalous positicn 
of the London and Home Count.es Joint Electricity Authority as competitors while 
cmpowered to act as a judicial body in a position to affect the destiny of those with 
whom they competed. It must be clear that to separate isolated districts into 
separate electricity supply entities would be in direct conflict with the policy of all 
post-war legislation which clectricity supply authorities had been urged to pursue. 
Nevertheless, the London and Hom: Counties Joint Electricity Authority had 
sought powers to take over the rights of purchase-cf certain areas within the 
company s supply area. As a result, however, of a lengthy public inquiry ay 
which the application was opposed by local authorities and com anies, the Com. 
missioners had decided not to proceed, and he was glad because any distur: banc: of 
their company s supply would rob the consumers in the district of the benefit Of the 
uiified con rol and of the prices that they now enjoyed. 

The further reduction m charges represented about £55,000 in the year under 
review, while the total reduction to consumers over the last five or six years had 
amounted to about three-quarter;-of-a-million pounds. Some electricity supply 
authorities had increased their charges, and uo was therefore all the mere satis- 
factory that they had been able to pass on further reductions to their consumers. 


THE RATING PROBLEM 


One of ther great anxieties which might in the near future seriously affect 
charges to the consumer was the imereasing burden of Iecal rates. The question of 
alter.ng the obsolete system of rating valuation must be dealt with soon: he had 
seen it stated that 43 per cont. of the rates upon which the loan of the Barking 
Council was secured was paid toa large extent ty two rate-payers, the Gas Light 
und Coke Company aad the Ccunty of London Electric Supply Company, who 
presumably, had not the slightest control of expenditure. This uncertainty militated 
against exaci ca'culation of costs, and needless to say any reduction in rates would 
accru: to the consumes’ benefit 

As to th: protress made during the year, they had connected 14,670 new 
consumers making a total of 201,535, and in the poorer distric:s 1,340 of the 
new consumers had been cssisted to procure their wiring on terms of deferred 
payment. The total units sold had amounted to 483,000,000, of which 352.000 000 


had been sold divect to consumers, and the remainder in bulk to other authoriséd 


undertakers. Exc uding the latter mere than one-third of t-e units were sold for 
industrial purposes at an average of .99 per unit and the remainder sold for general 
domestic purposes at an average of 1.85d. per unit. er 

From the balance now available of £401,452, the Directors recommended a 
further dividend of 7 per cent. on the ordinary stock with a bonus of 2 per cent.., 
making 12 per cmt. for the year. As to prospects, he thought they could look 


forward to maintaining or improving their position.

This is undoubtedly a reflection of the increasin 
attention being given by industrial firms to the need for providin 
sound pension schemes for their staffs, and wider advantage is bein, 
taken of the facilities provided by insurance companies in this con 
nection.

Shakespeare was not insensible of that aspect of the Jew as a citi; 
He allowed his characters to speak of Jews in terms of contempt . 
opprobrium. One of his witches in preparing a magic potion included | 
liver of a blaspheming Jew, and a character in the “Two Gentlem, 
of Verona” declared to another: “ Thou art a Hebrew, a Jew, and po 
worth the name of a Christian.” But the real secret of Shakespe:: 
inner feelings with regard to the Jew and a revelation of his own humar 
were to be found in the marvellous character-study of Shylock. |) 
had only to compare Marlowe's “Jew of Malta” with Shylock to 
what a tremendous difference there was in the attitude of those two er 
writers. “The Jew of Malta” was played very frequently long be! 
Shylock came on the scene, and Mr. Carroll could imagine that Shakespe. 
bemg very familiar with this original story of the Jewish doctor and | 
tragic fate, may have been inspired to develop a much more psycholog 
accurate, and human portrayal of the Jew as he thought he knew him 

lo show the Jew as a usurer must have been to the audience, 
Shakespeare's time a particularly saleable idea. But Shakespeare ro 
superior to that by giving them a perfectly comprehensible Jew: one wh 
might have a certain avarice but who, notwithstanding, had an immen. 
pride in his origin and race and who could face the most trying positic: 
with dignity. He showed them a Jew with unlimited affection for his «1 
and a considerable devotion to his daughter, notwithstanding her \: 
inconsiderate treatment of him. The Jew, through the mouth of Shakespear: 
showed the average Jewish contempt for the bankrupt and the prodica! 
and the natural Jewish aversion to those who held him in contempt. ‘No 
more magnificent defence of the Jew, said Mr. Carroll, had ever been writic: 
than that put by Shakespéare into the mouth of Shylock, which beg«: 
“J am a Jew. Hath not a Jew eves, hands, organs...” 

The peculiar thing about the character of Shylock was that, in common 
with many of Shakespeare's principal characters, 1 had been played 11 
many different ways. But Shakespeare was incapable of representin: 
Shylock as the essence of nobility. just as he was meapable of show in 
him as a monster and a cockshy for popular prejudice. He certainly di 
represent Shylock as vindictive and avaricious, but he had.too keen a sen 
of the social injustices to which Jews were subjected to avoid a movir 
plea for more charity towards the Jews of his day. 

About ten or twelve years before “ The Merchant of Venice” appeare: 
in London, there was another play called “ The Three Ladies of London 
this had as one of tts characters a certain Jew, Gerontus,. who wa 
represented by the playwright as having every virtue’ under the sun. There 
was a trial scene. too, in which the Christian creditor behaved in 
outrageous way. Shakespeare always had an eye on the box office, and | 
might have thought that u would be a profitable thing as a reaction to th 
particular tnal scene to put upon the stage another trial scene where 1! 
Jew got the worst of it. — 

It seemed more than remarkable that, apart from this play, in the lone 
list of interesting Shakespearean characters there was no other Jew « 
Jewess, and that in only seven of Shakespeare's plays were there a: 
reference to Jews.

_ The latest U.S. Navy picture is in serious vein. It shows with dramatic 
excitement the adventures that befall a war-time submarine-chaser assigned 
to convoy a freighter through the Mediterranean. Using hit-and-run tacties, 
these wooden ships provided no rest cure for captain or crew. Yet, with 
so.muclf hazard and impending destruction at hand, the producers have 
managed to develop a love story that actually thrives on such volatile 
surroundings. Handsome Richard Greene is the playboy who becomes a 
hero. and his romantic interest spins round Nancy Kelly. Preston Foster, 
George Bancroft, and a crowd of excellent “ types” complete the cast.

Music 
SZIGETI AND SAMMONS TOGETHER 


Szigeti and Albert Sammons figured together in a performance of 
Bach’s third concerto for two violins and strings in the Courtauld- 
Sargent concert at the Queen's Hall on Tuesday. I was able to gain 
x useful comparative estimate of the position of these two artists, and 
came to the conclusion that they were not altogether easy in harness 
together. Szigeti’s suave, flowing tone stood out distinctively against 
Sammons’s rougher and less incisive playing, but in the second, slow 
movement there was so much beauty to be had for the listening 
that one was led to ignore the contrasts. 

Later in the evening, Szigeti played the solo part in Chausson’s 
Poeme for Violin and Orchestra, and opened the ears of one listener 
at least to the full beauty of the work. The orchestral background gave 
it a new and fulfer setting for me (I had heard it only in piano trans- 
cription before), and Szigeti was able to develop all the lovely tone of 
his violin. as well as to display his technical skill. Two symphonies 
completed the programme. Beethoven’s Eighth was played under 
Malcolm Sargent with an attack which was unusually crisp and 
Vigorous. The whole symphony was played with real zest and humour. 
Elgar’s First Symphony is in a different street, and this performance 
Was not among the best I have heard. 


B.B.C, PLAYS BACH AND DEBUSSY 


‘Two more contrasted works than those played before the interval at 
the B.B.C. Symphony Concert on Wednesday could hardly have been 
brought together. Bach's “Suite No. 3 in D” was followed by 
Debussy's “ Three Nocturnes.’ Perhaps it was well that a decent 
period of twenty minutes separated the latter work from Beethoven's 
* Eroica,” otherwise the orchestra might not have recovered in time to 
rise to its masterful heights. The Bach Suite went with a great swing. 
all, of course, except the “Air,” which was played with becoming 
gravity. But excellent as was this performance, it was in the Debussy 
that the orchestra, and Sir Adrian Boult, really shone. These three 
impressionistic pictures are full of subtle and beautiful colouration. 
each with its own distinctive palette, though sufficiently alike for one 
to be grateful for the solemn procession in the second, “ Fetes.” 
“ Sirenes” least recommends itself to me, chiefly because those 
“ syrens "—despite Debussy’s promise that they are only passing 
are far too much with us, to the detriment of the seascape. 


MORE BUSONI THAN BACH 


When is. a Bach recital not a Bach recital? One is inclined to 
answer: When Busoni has had his hand in every piece played. Egon 
Petri's concert at the Wigmore Hall last week was neatly divided 
into two: clavier works edited by Busoni and organ works transcribed 
for piano by Busoni. The first group, of course, was written for a 
much smaller instrument than our modern grand piano, so Busoni had 
scaled these up, while on the other hand the organ works were scaled 
down. It is certain that works like the “ Capriccio on the Departure

FROM THE JEWISH PRESS 


WHEN RUTENBERG RETURNED HOME 


The Hebrew and Yiddish Press devoted considerable space to Pinchas 
Rutenberg on his sixtieth birthday. | 

He came from an alien world, says a writer in the Moment (Warsaw), 
was neither brought up nor educated in a Jewish manner. It was a period 
of transition in Jewish life, when Jews did their utmost to tear themselves 
away from their own people and seek a home among other nations. 
Rutenberg belonged to the generation when Jewish fathers and Jewish 
mothers in certain parts of Russia had done their utmost to introduce a 
Russian atmosphere in their homes. Having been brought up in such an 
atmosphere, it was not surprising that he felt himself a complete Russian 
without any regard for Jews. 

In his youth, his enthusiasm, ability, and revolutionary spirit were given 
for the emancipation of the Russian people. In the struggle for the 
liberation of Russia he was prepared to give his very life. But a day 
came when he awakened to the needs of his own people and to the desire 
of helping them to obtain a home. How that remarkable transition 
occurred, it is difficult to say. It is not an unusual occurrence: indeed, 
te an old story which has frequently repeated itself in the course of Jewish 

story. 

And having arrived at the conclusion that his efforts were needed for 
his own people and his people’s home, he gave all his rentarkable powers 
to that cause. He introduced into the Jewish National Home new and 
constructive elements. He revolutionised the River Jordan, he placed 
his Knowledge, his energy. and all his other amazing powers at the disposal 
of the National Home. He has helped to revive the country, to electrify 
it, and he has created a source of light for the whole of Palestine. 

A writer in the Yippisue Stimme (Kaunas), dealing in detail with the 
early life of Peter Rutenberg, as he was known in those days, recalls the 
prominent position he occupied in the Socialist. Revolutionary Party in 
Russia and his numerous activities on behalf of the Peasant Party. Tho 
writer gives a characteristic picture of that Peasant Party which believed 
that the peasant embodied the ethical perfection of mankind. In any case, 
the writer says, the revolutionary courage of Rutenberg was not the result 
of his immediate sufferings as a Jew; he was remote from Jewish life, from 
Jewish sufferings, and knew nothing of the Jewish problem. He was an 
heroic figure in the revolutionary movement in Russia, but, the writer 
concludes, he will remain an even greater hero in Jewish history for. his 
achievements in Palestine.

ABRAHAM LINCOLN AND ANTILSEMIFISM 


In these days when the rising tide of anti-Semitism ts surging 
throughout the Old World and threatening to engulf the United States, 
it may not be amiss to recall an anti-Semitic incident in American 
history, to which Abraham Lincoln; the emancipator, put a prompt 
end. The manner in which he did it provides, perhaps, the best clue 
to Lincoln's character as well as to his attitude towards the Jews. 

It was, the Toc (New York) recalls, in the winter of 1862, during the 
second year of the Civil War, that rumours spread throughout the nation 
of a great contraband activity going on all along the southern frontie: 
where the northern and southern armies were locked in a desperate struggle. 
General Grant, commanding the Union’ss army in the department of 
Tennessee, had heard of the reports and was exceedingly anxious to stop 
the flow of goods to the rebels. He had the southern army well on the run, 
and it was of crucial importance to cut off any supples of goods. The 
general was an overbearing and impatient man. For some reason he 
thought that the contraband trade was carried on mostly by Jews, which 
was untrue, This, however, did not prevent him from taking a very rash 
Step. 

He issued an order which read: “The Jews as a class violating every 
regulation of trade established by the Treasury Department and also depart- 
ment orders, are hereby expelled from the department within twenty-four 
hours from the receipt of this order. Post commanders will see. that all 
this class of people be furnished passes and required.to leave, and any bodv 
returning after such notification will be arrested and held in confinement 
until an opportunity occurs of sending them out as prisoners unless furnished 
with permits from headquarters. No passes will be given these people to 
visit headquarters for the purpose of making personal applications for 
trade permits.” 

Jewish reaction was as Violent as it was instantaneous. Immediately the 
Jews in the Union army flooded Washington with protests. The Jewish 
Press was swamped with indignant letters. Leaders of Jewish Communities 
assembled to take action. In the city of Paducah, Kentucky, near the 
region to be evacuated by Jews, Jewish leaders assembled to draft an 
appeal to President Lincoln. 3 

Reports vary as to what actually took place between President Lincoln 
and Mr. Kaskel. the Jewish emissary. According te the most reliable 
report, the President received his visitor late at night, listened to his plea, 
looked at General Grant's order, and shook his head. Then he said: 
* No. this should not happen. The order will be revoked. You may leave 
for home at once, if you wish, and before you reach there, Grants order 
will have been revoked.” The meeting, it ts said, lasted no longer than five 
minutes. This is how long it took President Lincoln to make up his mind 
that anti-Semitism was un-American, 

When a Jewish delegation later called on the President to thank him, 
Lincoln said: “I do not like to see a elass or nationality condemned on 
account of a few sinfers.”

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MOTORING NOTES 


VALUE OF SECOND-HAND CARS 
Mileage to be Considered ? 


Owners of private cars will be glad to learn that the buyers and 
sellers of second-hand cars have been considering the question of 
making a distinction between the price offered for cars which have done 
big mileage and those of the same date which have had much less 
usage. 

Surely it is entirely wrong to base used car values wholly on date? 
In the first place it is unfair to the private user, who averages from 
7,000 to 10,000 miles a year, whereas the commercial traveller covers 
in most cases at least 25,000 miles every year. 

After the latter distance, a small car of the eight to ten horse- 
power variety usually wants at least £15 spent on it before it is fit for 
resale. Yet so far as the owners are concerned, the price which they 
receive does not vary whether the mileage done is much or little. It 
is the date which fixes its price, which is all wrong. Dealers know 
that the low mileage car costs less to recondition, yet up to now they 
have not offered more for it to the seller. Now the matter is being 
discussed by motor-car traders. : 

Even new cars frequently want money spent upon them to satisfy 
the desires of knowledgable owners. | have been very dissatisfied 
with many of the present models because the lan pS give poor light 
for the current they consume. So I changed them, plus a little cash. 
for a set of Trippe lamps and: found them twice as efficient for night 
driving. So noticeable was the improvement that one of my friends 
titted one of these lamps to his Baby Austin. ancient as it is. and now 
night driving strains have been lessened by half he tells me. But, as 
a matter of fact, these lamps are more suitable for higher horse- 
power cars, and such owners will find them a real comfort. 

Another complaint I have against some drivers of small cars like 
the Morris Fight 1S that they wall not change down to a lower gear 
frequently enough, and then they write to me about their engines 
not pulling. I had a long trip recently in one of the new Morris 
Eights, and the average speed which I was able to maintain was 
wonderful. But you must start from rest in first speed, and change 
down to second as soon as you are slowed down, and if halted, go 
back to first. It is a really good little engine once it has got going, 
and you can start in first and sometimes go straight. info top, missing 
the intermediate gear altogether. Moreover, it is so quiet in all its 
indirect gears that there is no excuse not to use them.

JEREMIAH 


BY AUNTIE 


HE other day I was asked which was my 

‘ favourite book of the Bible, and I rather 

think I surprised my questioner by award- 

ing the palm to Jeremiah. I admit that such a 

choice ts a matter of personal taste, and in this 

Chat I attempt to justify it so far as | am 
concerned. 

THE BACKGROUND 


First let me say a word as to the background 
of the prophet's life and work. Jeremiah lived 
during a period of international turmoil very 
similar to that through which we have recently 
been passing. It was a time of fate for 
Palestine. All around it kingdoms were clash- 
ing with one another—Scythia, Babylonia, 
Eeypt—and Palestine was threatened by them 
all. Jeremah was of priestly stock, who lived 
at first in the country where he started his 
prophetic mussion, afterwards moving to 
Jerusalem, which provided him with a wider 
ficld tor his work and enabled him to bring his 
words of warning home to those in high places. 
He foresaw disaster ahead. Politically the 
country was weak and no match for the mighty 
Babylon. Spiritually it had declined and 
Jeremiah set himself the task of preaching that 
only moral reform would enable the people to 
survive the calamities which he clearly per- 
ceived were coming and which in fact did come. 
He was not popular. The ruling classes flung 
him into prison. The common people would 
not listen. He probably met a martyr’s death, 
though his ultimate fate is unknown. But his 
words ring down the ages and his cloquence 
still moves and insptres. 


JEREMIAD 

Now let me explain why I am especially fond 
of the book bearing Jeremiah’s name. In the 
first place I like the Hebrew. It is simple and 
rich; it moves with a steady rhythmic stream. 
It ws‘full of imagery and natural allusions. 
And though much of the prophets message is 
sad and stern—-which has given rise to the word 
“Jeremiad” (a tale of grief)—it is quite a 
mistake to suppose that he ts always doleful 
and that he cannot see a silver lining to the 
cloud. On the contrary, there is no prophet 
who is more hopeful that, in certain conditions, 
better times lie ahead for his stricken people. 
Hopi 

“ Fear thou not, O my servant Jacob.” the 
prophet bids in God's name, “ neither be dis- 
nayed, O Israel; for, lo, I will save thee from 
afar, and thy seed from the land of their 
captivity.” He foretells that out of their 
ruined homes “shall proceed thanksgiving and 
the voice of them that make merry: and I will 
multiply them, and they shall not be few: I will 
also glorify them, and they shall not be small. 
Their children also shall be as aforetime and 
their congregation shall be established before 
Me, and I will punish all that oppress them.” 
Nothing dismal about this, and what a com- 
lorting message for Israel in these days! There 
are many such passages: “He that scattered 
isract will gather him. and keep him, as a 
shepherd doth his flock.” “Again there shall 
be heard in this place the voice of joy, 
and the voice of gladness, the voice of the 
gridegroom, and the voice of the bride. the 
voice of them that shall say: * Praise the Lord 
of Hosts, for the Lord is good, for His mercy 
re for ever. Nothing doleful about 
that:

But we must appreciate the whole of 
Jeremiah’s message. He had a very clear 
apprehension of the political conditions of his 
day and of the relative strength of the sur- 
rounding nations. He sought to make the 
rulers realise that little reliance could be placed 
in pacts with this or that nation. The strength

of Israel lay in other directions (as it does still). 


And his weakness lay in abandoning the old 
covenant with God, in cultivating the vices ol! 
the surrounding peoples instead of the ancient 
virtues taught in the Torah. Idolatry and 
corruption were rife. Jeremiah saw that even 
in the Temple itself there were corrupt priests 
and false prophets. The people were badly led 
and had evil examples before them. He fore- 
told disaster, but he saw a chance of survival 
in the one alliance that no combination could 
defeat—the betrothal of Israel and God. In 
that alliance still lies our salvation. 


For THE WORLD 


Jerdmiah, like the other prophets, addressed 
himself not only to his own people but to the 
world. His message still has a meaning for oul 
times. Indeed, the eternal character of his 
teaching is well expressed by Lowell when he 
wrote: 


While swings the sea. while mists the mountains 

shroud. 
While thunder’s surges burst on cliffs of cloud, 


Still at the prophet's feel the nations sit 


[here are some, alas! that ignore the warn- 
ings that Jeremiah addressed to his contempor- 
aries, but we may hope that the time will soon 
come which he foretold :-* They shall teach no 
more every man his neighbour, and every man 
his brother saying: “ Know the Lord : for they 
shall all know Me, from the least of them unto 
the greatest of them, saith the Lord.”
